American Explorer Tells Story 
of His Alleged Trip 
to the Pole 



PRODUCES FIGURES 

MOST CONVINCING 



Yankee Discoverer Adduces 
Figures to Prove His Claims 
as Investigator 



Copenhagen, Sept. 4. — Dr. Frederick 
A. Cook stepped from tho steamel 
Hans Egcdc In Copenhagen harbor on 
the arm of tho Crown Prince of Den- 
mark at 10 o'clock this morning, un- 
shorn and looking like a sailor-before- 
tho-mast. He sat down to dinner at 
8 o'clock this evening In the city as 
the guest of a brilliant company of tho 
capital's most distinguished men and 
women. 

The hours between these events were 
the busiest of his life. Polar explora- 
tion never afforded anything half so 
crowned with variety and excitement. 
They were hours of spcechmaklng, 
handshaking, bowing to clamoring 
crowds, and then, after addressing tho 
people who almost tore him to pieces 
In their eagerness to see tho discoverer 
of the North Pole, Dr. Cook was the 
recipient of formal welcomes at tho 
hotel, where he Is the government's 
guest. There ho passed through tho 
hands of tailors, outfitters and bar- 
bers. Later he lunched with Dr. 
Maurice P. Egan, the United States 
minister, being plied Incessantly for 
an hour with a gatllng-gun firo of 
questions. He went through tho 
ordeal. 

Ho received hundreds of telegrams, 
Including congratulations from geo- 
graphical societies of several nations, 
explorers and friends, offers of ex- 
ploitation ranging from hooks to 
music hall engagements, and then 
hurried to the palace and gave the 
King and other members of the Royal 
family a long account of his adven- 
tures. 

Was Questioned 

Returning to his hotel, he received 
a battalion of correspondents, who sub- 
jected him for another hour to a mer- 
ciless cross examination, demanding 
explanations of all the criticisms that 
have been leveled against his claims. 
These questions Dr. Cook answered 
with the best temper, frankly and 
fully. Whatever may he thought of 
Dr. Cook elsewhere, ho has Impressed 
all who talked with him here as a mod- 
est, frank and able man. 

Danish explorers — and Denmark is 
the home of Arctic pioneers — were tho 
first to endorse Dr. Cook's claims to 
the discovery of the pole and his 
methods of getting to the goal. 
Their opinions were based primarily 
on their knowledge of Dr. Cook's 
character and former achievements. 
After consulting them confidentially, 
and receiving 'the fullest pronounce- 
ment of their belief in the genuine- 
ness of his feat did the Danish Gov- 
ernment give its official seal by to- 
day's reception to Dr. Cook's good 
faith. 

The Banquet 

The banquet this evening was held 
In the magnificent Munich parliament 
buildings. Four hundred persons, 
many of them ladies, attended, while 
thousands congregated in the Btreets 
in a drenching rainstorm to catch 
sight of the explorer when he en- 
tered. 

The most detailed acount of his 
polar journey yet given by Dr. Cook 
was gleaned from him by a large body 
of newspaper correspondents this 
evening at the Hotel Phoenix. Dr. 
Cook, at the request of the corres- 
pondents, consented to answer all 
questions. First he was asked 
whether or not the first account of 
his discovery of the pole could be ac- 
cepted as entirely his own words. He 
replied in the affirmative, except for 
the obvious errors in transmlslon. 
That 30,000 Miles? 

lie then explained the doubt about 
tho 30,000 square miles discovered, 
saying that bo meant that they were 
able to see llfteen miles on each side 
during the journey to the pole, and 
that therefore a hitherto unknown 
territory of 30,000 square miles was 
now discovered. Dr. Cook proceeded 
to show that he was fully competent 
to take all observations, saying that 
In all previous exploring expeditions 
lie had done little observation work, 
which usually was distributed among 
the members of the party. This time, 
he continued: "We' had started to ap- 
proach the pole, and everything eUa 
was of secondary consideration. It 
was not possible to carry certain ap- 
paratus, and it was impossible also 
to study tho deep sea to make 
soundings. We carried all neces- 
sary simple /instruments for as- 
tronomical observations, and we 
were very lucky to obtain obser- 
vations virtually every day. The 
positions noted must have been early 

Copenhagen, Sept. 4. — Cook's reply 
to his critics is substantially as fol- 
lows: Ho has the records of his ex- 
pedition together with certain scien- 
tific data and proofs which he will 
submit to the. world of science for Its 
Judgment. He is confident that the 
verdict will be a substantiation of his 
claims. 

Questioned on tho skepticism rc- 
gardinghis story arising from' the fact 
thai he was the only white man to 
take bearings and observations, as well 
as tho only white, man In the party, he 
answered that with other well-authen- 
ticated expeditions one scientific man 
of the party took all the observations. 
Dr. Cook left at tho pole in a metal 
cylinder a ■mail American flag and tho 



records of his voyage. He did not 
have a staff on which to erect tho flag, 
nor could tho stability of a small staff 
have been assured. 

Gathered for the Feast. 
Dr. Cook appeared at Minister Egan's 
for luncheon a changed man. His hall- 
had been cut and he wore a frock coat 
and other new clothes. He looked hard 
and healthy like, an athlete In splendid 
training. He discussed his triy readily, 
and answered all the questions put to 
him. Among his interrogators wers 
the Russian minister, who was an 
eager seeker for information. Dr. Egan 
Is particularly desirous that the pub- 
lic should refrain from accepting all 
alleged interviews by the newspaper 
correspondents as authentic, and while 
it would not be fair to him to attempt 
to quote tho recollections of his con- 
versation as a verbal interview, he 
has no objection to a recital of some 
of the main points he mentioned. 
Qualifies Assertion, 

Dr. Coolc Is of tho opinion that the 
United States may fairly claim for 
whatever it may be worth jurisdiction 
by right of discovery over the farthest 
region of the world, 
to hear that some newspapers had in- 
correctly reported him as claiming to 
have discovered thirty thousand square 
miles of new land. What he had done 
was to settle tho nature of a region of 
about that extent. He was only able 
to see for an average of about fifteen 
miles on each side of his route. The 
most northerly land was between 84 
and S6 degreees, There were two bodies 
of land at tills point east of his route. 
Ono is about one thousand feet high. 
He could not say whether they were 
Islands or not, as ho was not prepared 
to make a detour to explore them. 

Dr. Cook said he was strongly of tho 
opinion that no white man could reach 
the pole unless ho was able to wear tho 
same clothes, eat the same food, and 
live In all ways just as do tho 
Eskimos. Ho said he owed his suc- 
cess largely to a choice of a route 
where game was more plentiful than 
on tho routes formerly attempted, and 
to the fact that he travelled In winter. 

The lowest temperature experienced 
was 183 degrees below zero fahrenhelt, 
but the explorer said ho did not feel 
tho cold nearly so much then as in 
higher temperatures when the wind 
was blowing 

For a long time the explorer lived 
on musk oxen, he wore the fur of these 
animals, ate their meat, and used their 
fat to burn In lamps 

We had three chronometers, one 
watch, compasses and pedometers. 
All were carefully controlled hy each 
other from time to time. The watch, 
however, got out of order. 

We had all the modern instruments 
which all explorers have had, includ- 
ing thermometers, barometors, and 
sextants of the latc^V- models. It Is 
possible that our observations are bet- 
ter known than those of early days, 
but I do not assert that I am perfectly 
familiar with making astronomical ob- 
servations, especially In the polar 
regions. But I think that ail explorers 
will be satisfied with my data. Why 
should I sit down and invent observa- 
tions?" ' 

He then exclaimed: "I did not do 
this thing for anything but sport and 
because I took a real interest In tho 
problem. It would not do me any good 
to Invent theso things. The only wit- 
nesses I had were two Eskimos, cer- 
tainly, but In all polar expeditions, ob- 
servations have been made by one 
man. I regard the Eskimos as much 
more intelligent In finding positions 
than the white man in the Arctic. 
These people as a rulo are not ab- 
solutely Ignorant. They know that 
the earth is round. They have a name 
for the pole, which they call the big 
nail. They appreciate the work of ex- 
plorers when participating therein. 

"I think Basmussin can obtain 
some information regarding my ex- 
pedition from the Eskimos, who have 
learned it from the two with me. Rns- 
mussin was there much later. His 
Information will bo published shortly, 
possibly tomorrow. 

LAND OF FREE 
DEPORT REFUGEES 



Russian Political Prisoners 
Who Escape to Nome 
Sent Back 



, Chicago, Sept. 4. — One hundred and 
twenty Russian fugitives were deport- 
ed today from Nome, Alaska, to Si- 
beria, according to a statement made 
today by the American Political De- 
fence League, and received at the of- 
fice of the United States commission 
from D. J. O'Kcefe, a commissioner 
general of immigration and natural- 
ization. 

The government is reported to have 
proceeded on the grounds that the fu- 
gitives were political and criminal re- 
fugees, and violated the Immigration 
Act by entering an American colony 
without first submitting to an exam- 
ination, and that the department was 
compelled to return them to the port 
from whence they came. 

The fugitives, six of whom the De- 
fence League declares it knows to bo 
bona fide political refugees, escaped to 
Alaska from Russian convSct camps 
near Saghallen, Irkutsk, crossing the 
Behring Sea in skin boats. 

When Russia demanded their re- 
turn, the Defence League interfered 
and the deportation was delayed. It 
was declared today that the league de- 
layed too long In the filing of its 
briefs. 

O'Kcefe in a letter explains that 
Alaska was an unusual place for the 
detention of tho fugitives, and that It 
was an unusual case demanding unus- 
ual attention.

It was pro- 
posed by China that the question be 
submitted ta the Hague Tribunal, but 
the idea did not meet with the favor 
of the Japanese foreign office and 
lacked the support of tho powers. 
Pekin was compelled to negotiate di- 
rectly with Tokio.

Two beautiful girls riding 
on a temple float and representing tho 
Goddess of Wealth and Beauty, threw 
30,000 Japanese coins to the crowds as 
they passed.

Final Arrangement for Recep- 
tion to Distinguished 
British Visitors 



Every arrangement for the recep- 
tion of the visiting scientists, mem- 
bers of the British Association, who 
are expected to arrive here next Tues- 
day have been made. In connection 
with tho conversazione .to be held in 
the Government buildings an interest- 
ing exhibit elf Indian relics Will be 
shown by Dr. Newcombe. These in- 
clude a large number from his private 
collection besides some borrowed from 
tho Government buildings and others 
loaned by Messrs. Landsberg and Aa- 
ronson. The collection Includes a var- 
iety of medicine charms collected from 
North British Columbia and also from 
the West Coast. Many of the exhibits 
have never been shown here before. 
Dr. Newcombe is endeavoring to get 
two Indians to illustrate the habits 
and manners which were in vogue in 
the early ages for the edification o!f 
tho visiting scientists. 

The visiting scientists will arrive at 
2:30 p. m. on Tuesday, the 7 Inst. At

This will occupy 
some two and a half hours, the party 
returning at 11:30 a. m. At the same 
time an excursion up the Gorge will 
be held. The boat will leave the 
James Bay Causeway at 0:30 a. m. On 
the same morning (Sept. 8), a visit 
to the Esquimau naval dockyard will 
take place by permission of Command- 
er C. W. G. Crawford. A special car 
will leave the corner c.'i Yates and 
Government streets at 10 a. m. The 
visiting scientists will leave here at 2 
p. m. On Thursday afternoon.

CUSTOMS' SEIZURES 

REDUCES COMPLAINTS 



Improved Methods at New York Port- 
Special Sale of 
Articles 



New York, Sept. 4.— Collector Loeb, 
in an Interview today, justified on the 
grounds of "good results" the in- 
creased vigilance of the customs olli- 
cers in holding up and searching pro- 
minent persons on the docks on their 
arrival from Europe. "Two hundred 
seizures have boon made in the last 
three weeks at the gates of the docks," 
said the collector. "That would ap- 
pear to justify tho vigilance of the 
customs men. These seizures were 
made after tho baggage of incoming 
passengers had been examined and 
passed, and the passengers were 
about to leave the docks. So large 
an amount of goods have been taken 
in this year that I shall be compelled 
to order a special sale of tho seized 
articles. 

"Not a complaint has been received 
at the collector's office from a pas- 
senger regarding the methods of ex- 
amination of baggage and passengers 
on the docks. One prominent man 
wrote to compliment the customs au- 
thorities on the improved conditions, 
and added that his only complaint was 
that the line in front of the cashier's 
window was so long that he had some 
delay in paying his customs duties. 
That seems significant; In place of a 
line of smugglers every ono is now 
paying duty."

Hack Demolished and Driver 
Narrowly Escapes Injury 
on Superior Street 



Crashing into the rear of a Victoria 
Transfer Company's hack standing: in 
front of the residence of J. R. Ander- 
son, -187 Superior street, n.n Outer 
Wharf ear coming* cityward almost 
completely demolished the vehicle, 
hurled the driver, George Vye, to the 
sidewalk with great force and then 
continuing on its way bumped head- 
on Into another car proceeding- out to 
the wharf. That there was not loss of 
life occasioned is a marvel. Mrs. An- 
derson was just about to enter the 
hack but warned by the driver she ran 
back into her home. As a result of 
the accident, the tramway company 
will be called upon to make good the 
damage done. 

About 8 p.m. Vye drove up to Mr. 
Anderson's residence to respond to an 
order. The lights on the hack were 
lit and the front door of Mr. Ander- 
son's house was open, the light from 
Within streaming out. Vye was off the 
box holding the cab door open when 
he saw the car approaching at a fast 
clip. Warning Mrs. Anderson, Vye 
jumped upon the box and seizing the 
lines attempted to turn his horses so 
as to get out of the way. 

The ear struck the vehicle, hurling it 
about and almost demolishing it. Both 
axles, the pole and the body of the 
hack were badly smashed. Vye fell 
upon the sidewalk, but fortunately 
escaped with one or two minor bruises. 
The horses bolted and ran along 
Superior street to St. Lawrence street 
where they were captured. They re 
ceived no injury. 

The collision between the two cars 
was not serious as both had been 
brought almost to a stop before the 
Impact. Vye declares that he did not 
hear the motorman of the car sound 
his gong. With the light from Mr. 
Anderson's residence and the lights on 
the hack, he cannot account for the 
fact that the motorman failed to see 
the vehicle in time to stop the car, the 
headlight on which was throwing a 
bright light along tin: tracks and 
towards the hack. 

Mr. Anderson, who saw the incident, 
stated that, in his opinion, the motor- 
man should have seen the hack. It 
was a wonder that some one was not 
badly hurt. Had Mrs. Anderson been 
in the hack at the time she would 
have been undoubtedly seriously In- 
jured,, if not perhaps killed.

"When they reached Slide 
Beach the surf was running strong and 
in attempting to get through the boat 
was overturned and both occupants 
lost. Gemmell's body was recovered 
several days ago.

So far as 
is known Swanson/ had no relatives in 
this country though; there may be 
some in Sweden where he was born.

PASSED AWAY 



William Hawthornthwaite, WelJ 
Known and Respected Old- 
time Resident, Is Dead 



An old time resident of British 
Columbia, one highly respected by 
many Victorians to whom he was well 
known, passed away yesterday morn- 
ing in the person of William Haw- 
thornthwaite, father of J. H. Haw- 
thornwaithe, M. P. P. Death occurred 
at St. Joseph's hospital where deceased 
had been for the past few weeks suf- 
fering from a general break down con- 
sequent upon his advanced age. To 
many Victorians to whom the deceased 
has been a familiar figure during the 
past twenty-two years, the news of 
Mr. Hawthornthwalte's death will be 
regretted. 

His Career. 

The late Mr. Hathorntliwalte was 
born in Lancashire, England 82 years 
ago. After receiving a good education 
he was articled to a firm of leading 
barristers of the county and after be- 
ing called to the bar practiced fur 
several years. He was a staunch Con- 
servative, a man of sterling integrity, 
and one who took a prominent part in 
the public affairs of his country. "When 
the financial crisis occurred In Lan- 
cashire ho lost heavily, became in- 
volved in a number of actions in the 
Chancery court and finally threw up 
his practice and moved to Ireland 
where he resided for nearly twenty- 
five years. There he filled several Im- 
portant offices. He was made admin- 
istrator of probate duty under the 
Land Act of the Hon. W. E Gladstone. 

Ho came to this province twenty- 
two years ago, locating on a farm at 
Cowichan and there he resided until 
two years ago, when on the death of 
his wife, he moved to Victoria and had 
been living here ever since with his 
daughter. Miss Elanore Hawthorn- 
thwaite. He had property interests 1n 
England though none here. He was a 
Mason and prominently identified with 
the order In the Old Country though 
he was not a member of any of the 
local lodges here. He is survived bj his 
son, J. H. Hawthornthwaite, his 
daughter, Eleanore and two married 
daughters, Mrs. Campbell E. McCal- 
lum, Foul Bay, and Mrs. William For- 
est, Lisden Fair, Cowichan.

AN IMPERIAL FRONTIER 

We devote considerable space in to- 
day's Supplement to some observations 
regarding the importance of the west- 
ern frontier of Canada in its relation 
to the. Empire, with special reference 
to the advantages' of Esquimau as a 
naval station, in view of the promin- 
ent place which imperial defence is 
now occupying in public attention, it 
seemed timely to make an effort to 
contribute in some degree to an un- 
derstanding of the place which this 
frontier. may possibly play, in the great 
drama, of world-politics, the issues in 
which are so often deckled by force, 
a solution that cannot be regarded as 
out of place even In *!v?::c clays 
of pence congresses and so-called antl- 
milltarlsm. If Europe, whero for cen- 
turies the principles of Christian 
civilization have, nominally at least, 
been in the ascendant, the powers feel 
called upon to stand armed to the 
teeth against possible agression, much 
more reason Is there to be prepared 
for defence on the shores of the Pa- 
cific' Ocean, seeing that on one shore 
of It are peoples, which are realizing the 
possibilities of racial expansion, and 
are preparing with feverish haste for 
possible conflicts. The man, who as- 
sumes that the rivalry between the 
Turanian races on one shore of the 
Faciflc and the Aryan races on the 
other shore will always be peaceful, 
or who comforts himself with a smug 
feeling of confidence In the superiority 
of the white race, may live to have a 
rough awakening. We have heard, al- 
most nd nauseam, of the maritime de- 
signs of Germany, and have been told 
that these must be regarded as direct- 
ed ngainst England herself. Perhaps 
they are: perhaps Germany has no de- 
signs that are in the most remote 
sense hostile to British interests; but 
of one thing we may be very sure, and 
it is that if there should come war 
between Britain and the great con- 
tinental nation, there may be other 
frontiers of the | Empire than that 
washed by the North Sea against 
which an attack may be directed. 
When Russia was the bete nolr of 
British diplomacy, there was haste to 
occupy the passes of the Pamirs for 
fear that the Empire might receive a 
vital blow in that quarter. And the 
reason was that British supremacy on 
land was not as certain as it might be. 
If it Is true, as is alleged, that Britisli 
siii remacy on the sea is threatened, 
surely there Is infinitely grea' Jr reason 
why our ocean frontiers should be 
rendered safer than that the passes 
across mountains, rendered almost in- 
accessible by nature, should be made 
secure from an invader. If it was 
wise imperial policy to establish a 
scientific frontier In Asia, it surely 
would be folly not to provide for the 
defence of ths natural frontier, which 
looks out over the Pacific Ocean, and 
behind which lies the future granary 
of the world. 

In the wisdom of those upon whom 
the decision of such mutters rests, it 
has been decided that the burden of 
defending the western frontier of the 
Dominion shall be borne by Canada. 
Not only do we not dissent from sueli 
a conclusion, but we most heartily 
commend it, and the magnitude of 
the responsibility thus assumed and 
its tremendous importance to the Em- 
pire as a whole are among the rea- 
sons why we regard this undertaking 
on the part of the Dominion as a con- 
tribution to Imperial defence of im- 
measurable value, if it is adequately 
fulfilled. Wo have only recently read 
that, while it may be proper for Aus- 
tralia to Insist that provision shall be 
made for the defence of her own 
coasts in any imperial scheme, it is 
folly for Canada to do so; but to our 
way of thinking every argument in 
favor or* such a policy in regard to 
the southern Commonwealth applies 
•with far greater force to the northern 
Dominion. Of the future greatness 
of the Island Continent we have the 
most optimistic anticipations, and It 
Is with no thought of comparison or 
contrast that we say that in Canada 
we may with every reasonable cer- 
tainty expect to see the best develop- 
ment of (he British race In associa- 
tion with tlie representatives of kin- 
dred peoples, who are assisting us In 
developing the unparalleled resources 
of our country, provided always that 
we are able to preserve ic Britisli 
from ocean to ocean. 

In treating the subject, as it is pre- 
sented in tlie Supplement, the effort 
has been to be accurate rather than 
exhaustive, to be suggestive rather 
than argumentative. We have often 
found that the best results in discus- 



sion are reached by giving a trend to 
the thoughts of many rather than by 
laying stress upon the .opinions of any 
one individual. To the reader, who per- 
uses what is therein set out, ideas may 
occur which he may think should have 
been expressed.- The more this is the 
case the better will the purpose of the 
article be fulfiliid, and the . Colonist 
will be glad if any one can add facta 
or ideas to those published today. No 
reference has been made in the article 
In the Supplement to -the question -oi 
shipbuilding or to the bearing of our 
iron and copper ores, upon naval con- 
struction hero. These matters; un- 
doubtedly' important as' they' are', are 
quite germane to the subject, but t-iey 
call for expert treatment, and it was 
felt 'that owing to the space occupied 
by the article printed today, it would 
be wiser to leave them to be dealt with 
on a future occasion.

A USEFUL EXPERIMENT. 

We find in the Bally Columbian an 
interesting reference to the forthcom- 
ing Immigration Into Britsh Columbia 
of a party of French Canadian working 
men who are to be employed in the 
Eraser River Mills. We quote the con- 
cluding paragraph of the article: : 

Somo 400 persons have been in- 
duced to make the trip and will arrive 
hero at the end of the month*. The 
party includes about 76 workmen with 
their families, the men all being ex- 
perienced in lumber work In tlie north- 
ern part of Quebec. The Eraser River 
Mills will operate for an indefinite 
time both night and day and a consid- 
erable addition to the regular stuff is 
required. A part of the men will sup- 
ply the addition required while the 
others will replace Hindus who are 
found to be undersirable citizens in 
many cases. Another party of French 
Canadians will be brought out to the 
mill later in the year and this will be 
continued until nothing but white labor 
is employed at these mills. 

The natural desire of the French 
Canadians seems to be to live in "col- 
onies." They have done so very large- 
ly in the cities of New England, but 
not altogether, for throughout the 
Eastern states there arc many of these 
people who have become assimilated 
in tho fullest degree with their neigh- 
bors of Anglo-Saxon descent. Frequent- 
ly they are found In positions of prom- 
inence and only their names betray their 
origin. Tin; Colonist has a good deal of 
sympathy with the desire of these peo- 
ple to segregate themselves to a cer- 
tain extent from . the communities in 
which they live, and with tlie efforts 
of the clergy to keep them under their 
close supervision. At tlie same time, 
it thinks the policy Is a mistaken one, 
and it looks forward to the result 
of the New AVestm blister experiment 
with a great deal of interest, for it 
believes that in this new and expand- 
ing country former residents of Que- 
bec will be inspired witli new ideas 
and will learn that there Is nothing in- 
consistent with their loyalty to "Mother 
Church' in a cordial and sympathetic 
assimilation with their English-speak- 
ing fellow Canadians. 



THE WHEAT CROP. 

The following is the estimate of the 
acreage sown to wheat in the Prairie 
Provinces and the yield, according to 
the statistics compiled by railway 
people: 

In hiO'l there were 3,1L'5,0D0 acres 
under wheat cultivation and the yield 
was 54,000,000 bushels. 

In 1904, 3,500,000 acres; yield, 
000,000 bushels. 

In 1905, •».2f»!!.000 acres; yield. 
000,000 bushels. 

In 1U06, 5,000,000 acres; yield, 
000,000 bushels. 

In 1007, 5,013,544 acres; yield, 
000,000 bushels. 

In 1908, 5,707,250 acres; yield, 
proximately 100,000,000 bushels. 

Estimates of this year's crop vary. 
The highest is that of .Mr. D. D. Mann, 
who thinks It may reach 1 10,000,000 
bushels. More conservative estimates 
are from 110,000,000 bushels to 111,000,- 
000. The acreage is probably some- 
what larger than last year, although 
a decrease is reported in .Manitoba. It 
is too soon to think of obtaining def- 
inite figures.

Canadian Club Discussed 
by Bishop Perrin - 



In his speech before the Canadian 
Club, last Wednesday, Earl Grey 
sounded a noto of warning which has 
given rise to a considerable amount of 
comment. "The weakness of Canada," 
he said, "is that the .people aro being 
brought up to look to their own -,in j 
terests. You should see that your boys 
are brought up prepared to do their 
duty to their Sovereign. Physical and 
military training should be under- 
gone at all your schools. The idea of 
the duty which you owe tha -state must 
saturate the character of your people. 
If you bring up your youth along the 
lines of self-Interest you are training 
a nation which in the day of trial will 
have to give place to another latlon 
which possesses finer ideals." 

Is Canada, individually, and as a na- 
tion, too much absorbed in herself? 
Since Earl Grey's statement, the ques- 
tion has been asked a number of times. 
The Colonist yesterday interviewed 
the Right Rev. Bishop Perrln on the 
subject and the views elicited from 
His Lordship support tho warning of 
Earl Grey. 

"There Ik a groat temptation In a 
young nation to think of itself. The 
people of Canada are undoubtedly Im- 
mersed in their own surroundings, and 
this possibly tends to nariow their 
views. This condition seems Inevita- 
ble in a young country. One of the 
evils In connection with this is the 
political state of affairs. While there 
is no very specific difference of opin- 
ion between the two parties It; the Do- 
minion, there is no doubt that a num- 
ber of politicians belong to oither 
Party for what they can get out of It. 
This is a curse of the country. 

"At the same time there Is no rea- 
son to believe that If some great crisis 
— national or imperial, arose — the peo- 
ple .of the country would not respond. 
They responded during the. Boer War, 
and there Is every likllhood that' they 
would do so again upon a similar oc- 
casion. 

"All over this continent there Is too 
much or a tendency to worship "the 
almighty dollar." That is possibly 
why there is danger of the youth of 
this country being brought up alone; 
the lines of self-interest. Earl Grey 
has Issued a solemn warning to which 
those responsible for the training of 
youth should pay the utmost heed."

ard Griffiths, the twenty-year-old wife 
of Captain Richard btanley Griffiths, of 
Wilkinson Road, was discovered about 
6:30 o'clock Friday afternoon. That 
death was due to accident is the belief 
of the deceased's husband and friends, 
all of whom declaro that there was ab- 
solutely no reason why the woman 
should have taken her own life. But the 
circumstances of the case will be In- 
vestigated by the coroner tomorrow 
morning at 1J o'clock when an inquest 
will bo held by Dr. Hart at the city 
hall. 

In Man's Attire 

wnon discovered by Miss Eldrldge, 
daughter of a neighbor of Capt. Grlf- 
llthH, the body was attired In knicker- 
bockers, a Norfolk Jacket and palters 
and low tan shoes. This mannish cos- 
tume wm always worn by Mrs. Grlf- 



nths wnen she went shooting, which 
she and her husband often did. It Is 
believed that she was on her way on a 
shooting expedition when in some man- 
ner the gun was accidentally discharg- 
ed. The fact that so far as known to 
her husband and friends there was ab- 
solutely no reason why she should 
have taken her own life, is taken as evi- 
dence that the suicide theory is un- 
tenable. 

When Captain Griffiths left his home 
about S:30 o'clock in the morning Mrs. 
urnutns nado mm good-Dyo and ap- 
peared in the best of spirits. Captain 
Griffiths did not return home until the 
evening, Ho has been engaged upon 
the erection of a dwelling at tho cor- 
ner of Oxford street" and Roland ave- 
nue about three miles from his present 
home and did not return for luncheon, 
Discovers Body 
■ Shortly "before 5 o'clock In the after- 
noon Sliss-rBoatrioei ISjdrldge, who re- 
sides with her. patents near the Grlf- 
nths' home, was out- 'looking for some 
cattle when she came, across the body 
lying beside a 'cattlo'Trall.. Shocked at 
tier gruesome llnd Miss Eldrldge rushed 
to the nearest residence, that of George 
HJn.dsay, but alio encountered him., on 
the road. Qtlw- neighbors were, noti- 
IlCd. In tho meantime Capt. Griffiths 
>yas on his way home unaware of. the 
tragedy. He was met by Mrs. Eldrldge 
and Miss Eldrldge, .who broke, to him 
the sad news and he was taken to the 
spot where the oody was lying. The 
body was taken Into the house and tho 
municipal police authorities notified and 
later In tho evening the provincial po- 
lice were Informed of the tragedy. 

The spot where tho body whs found 
was quite level and there was no ob- 
struction over which Mrs. Griffiths 
could have stumbled. Death must have 
oertMi instantaneous as tno ;dischargo 
had torn a large hole in her breast, the 
sliot passing completely through her 
joay. u lien the body was found It 
was quite cold and death had evidently 
taken place some hours before though 
the exact time Is not known. 

In Good Spirits 
Mrs. uriuiuis was last scon about' 
10 o'clock *Tl<iay morning by Mrs. 
Lindsay and tho two conversed for a 
lew minutes. Then the deceased ap- 
peared quite in her normal condition. 
The body was brought in to tho city 
yesterday morning by Provincial Con- 
stable Montclth and is lying at the 
rooms of tho B. C. Funeral Furnishing 
Co., Government street. 

The late 'Mrs. Griffiths was a daugh- 
ter ot Jonn curry, Seymour avenue, 
bprlng Ridge. BesldeH her father she 
leaves tour brothors, two residing in 
Seattle and two, young boys, living 
here. She had been married to Capt. 
Urimths a little over a year. 



LAYS THE DUST 

.Experiment Now Being Made By the 
City Looks Like a 
Success 

The experiment which the city Is at 
present making with a solution of cal- 
cium chloride as a preventative of 
dust is evidently demonstrating the 
utility of the substance. Recently the 
city secured five tons of the material 
from the Old Country, and a week ago 
a solution composed of one pound of 
the chemical to about ton gallons of 
water was spread on Rockland avenue 
for a distunce of a block. Calcium 
chloride has tho peculiar properly of 
attracting the moisture In the ah'. It 
has been shown by the experiment 
now under way here that at night the 
roadway is quite wet while in the day- 
lime the roadway has the appearance 
of having been treated with oil, the 
moisture is retained and the surface 
of the roadway is always moist. Tho 
chemical costs about one cent per 
pound and is laid with tho ordinary 
street sprinkler. Just how often the 
treatment would have to be applied is 
a question which the experiment has 
not as yet settled, but while the city 
engineer states that the treatment la 
a rather expensive one, there appears 
to bo no doubt but that It Is success- 
ful, at least to a great extent. 

VICTORIA AS IcENTIrI

Antic and his fellow workers 
do by their visits to the lumber men, 
the minors and the fishermen who 
have loft their homes to take part in 
the development of tills great province. 
The Columbia Coast Mission owe 
much to the efforts of the women of 
the Church of England missionary so- 
cieties, but It is worthy of the support 
of all who have at heart the interests 
of those who are the pioneers of our 
province. 



There is no longer any doubt that 
tho women of Victoria will have a 
building for themselves at this and 
at succeeding exhibitions. The work of 
building is going on rapidly and, 
though not fully completed, everything 
Will be in readiness for a fine display 
of woman's work.

The August number of the- Heview 
of Reviews has u character sketch of 
•Mrs. Barnett, which shows -how much 
one woman-can do for lier ; fellows who 
has a clear head and a heart full of 
love. 

It is nearly forty years since Mrs. 
Barnett came as a bride to- St. Judo's 
Vicarage, Whiteeliapel, and" realized 
the extent of tho misery that prevailed 
in tile East End of London, as In many 
Other^'dlstric'ts in the great cities of 
England. She Is now a woman of fifty 
eight and has brought about great 
changes for the better amongst almost 
all classes of the poor, but especially 
among the women and children. Yet 
no one would speak of Mrs. Barnett. as 
an elderly woman. "Shu has," says! 
Mr. Stead, "preserved unimpaired to the 
present day her physical vigor and her 
keen interest in the welfare and the 
movements of the world. If sometimes 
she speaks as if she were ' no longer 
a young "'girl, It is a l'acbrt ile paler,, a 
mere conventional tribute to the Al- 
manac, for she combines the wisdom 
garnered by long and varied experience 
with tho enthusiasm and hopefulness 
of youth." 

It would be a mistake, however, to 
think of this English woman worker as 
one of those of whom the world jin* 
those days seems to have far top many, 
who "work alone. She lias been tho 
helpmeet of her husband, now Canon 
Barnett, one' of the wisest. untl best of 
Church of England clergymen. "They 
have lived together, toiled together, 
written books' together, traveled to- 
gether. It is difficult to point to any 
one phase of the multifarious activi- 
ty of their blended, lives and say that 
here or 'there either worked alone" 

When Canon Barnett was sent to 
St. Jade's by the Bishop of London ho 
was told that it was the worst parish 
in the diocese. What that means those 
who have never been in London can 
little realize. 

Very soon the young wife was im- 
mersed In parish work. Hor ability 
was recognized and In two years she 
was appointed a manager of a very 
large pauper school. It was here that 
tho Holiday Movement, which in every 
large city in Great Britain and Ameri- 
ca sends thousands of children to 
breathe the fresh air of the fields or 
tho seashore, began. In 1878 Mrs. Bar- 
nett sent nine of her wan little charges 
for a day In the country. Now this 
kind hearted woman sees trains laden 
with tens of thousands of city children 
leave the cities every summer. 

But Mrs. Barnett did not confine her 
Sympathy to the little ones. She saw 
that the young teachers who labored 
among them needed help and encour- 
agement. Jn 1SS4 she founded the Pu- 
pil Teachers' Association and fot four- 
teen years presided over it. Since 1808 
It has been absorbed by a larger so- 
ciety. The servant girls, the girls in 
the workhouses and most of nil the 
feeble-minded called forth her pity and 
She lent her aid and counsel to those 
who were working In their behalf. It 
was owing largely to the Barnetts that 
the University Settlements of which 
Toynbee Hall was tho first, were start- 
ed among the poor. In these settle- 
ments university men, by living among 
tho poor gain that close personal 
knowledge which must precede wiafl 
legislation. The movement has grown 
and although settlement workers .have . 
not always been wise, there are in the 
dark places of all large cities, not only 
In England, but on this continent, rich 
and cultured men end women who de- 
vote their lives to. the service, of tho 
poor and the degraded. 



Among those who worked with the 
young clergyman and his wife when 
they first went to St. Judo's was Mr. 
Asa tilth, and In a speech mado . last 
year ho paid her this tribute: 

','The predominant characteristic of 
Mrs. Barnett I seom to find in her in- 



tense interest In, and her overpower- 
ing desire to brighten and encourage 
the lives of, the children of this part 
of London. When I first remember 
Mrs. Barnett, she wnj engaged In the 
most excellent task of befriending 
young servants. Then she took charge 
of the workhouse children, and got 
hold of >i recreation ground in Whlte- 
dinpt-l. and, , stage by stage, she was 
developed Into what I may call the 
":ion-ofllclal custodian of the children 
of the State." It Is In continuation of 
the various stages of that great and 
beneficent, enterprise that she has now 
established a garden suburb at Hamp- 
stead, where, I hope, the children who 
have for years been found In squalid 
surroundings in this part of London 
may have happier conditions In which 
to enjoy their young lives. The great 
work done in East London, and done 
by no one more effectively than by 
Canon and Mrs. Barnett, was the get- 
ting into that intimate personal, 
friendly touch with Individual men and 
women which in the long run Is the 
best secret of social and everv other 
form of progress." v-s ; 



The suburb at Hampstead Is tho 
realization of what must have seemed 
to those who first heard of It to bo the 
dream of a benevolent visionary. This 
is how Mrs. Barnett describes her 
plans and Mr. Stead tolls us they have 
been fully carried out: 

"In the Garden Suburb Estate It 
will be an essential condition of build- 
ing that the dwellings of all classes be 
made attractive with their own dis- 
tinctive attractions, as are the cot- 
tage and the manor house of the Eng- 
lish village; the larger gardens of the 
rich helping to keep the air pure, and 
the sky view more liberal; the cottage 
gardens adding that cosy, generous 
clement which ever follows the spade 
when affectionately and cunningly 
wielded as a man's recreation. The 
houses will not be put In uniform lines, 
nor in close relationship, built regard- 
loss of each other, or without consid- 
eration for picturesque appearance. 
Each One will be surrounded with its 
own garden, and every road will he 
planted with trees, and be not less 
than forty feet wide. Great care will 
bo taken that houses shall not spoil 
each other's outlook, and that the 
noise of children shall be locally limit- 
ed, while the avoidance of uniformity 
or of an Institutional aspect will be 
obtained by the variety of the dwell- 
ings provided. 

"A community, however, consists 
not only of houses. For its higher life 
it will need houses of prayer, a library, 
schools, a lecture hall and club 
houses. Kor its physical well-being 
our community will need shops, baths 
and wash- houses, bake-houses, re- 
freshment rooms and arbours, co- 
operative stores and agencies for the 
purpose of fostering Interest In gar- 
dens and allotments, and the lending 
of tools which are beyond the means 
to purchase and unnecessary for every- 
one individually to ' possess. Among 
the advantages of a community are the 
joint conveniences which proximity 
permits, and which enable economy to 
be practised without unduo effort. 

"It will need also playgrounds for the 
smaller children and resting places for 
the aged who couhl not walk so far as 
from the end of the estate to the 
Heath. There will be cottages witli in- 
dividual gardens, and cottages group- 
ed round a quadrangle or common 
sward, used, perhaps,-- as a tennis 
court for teacher's before tho two- 
penny tube carries them to their work 
in London s .contra "B.ir:l Int'.i for their 
young guests, whose;., -.joy will be. to 
"visit teacher" oh Saturday afternoons 
and summer evenings. There will be 
the semi-detached two-storied houses, 
on the ground floor* of ' which will 
th the mah at Its 
j and capable of 
': productively his

the poor lady or working woman who 
takes no less, a delight in flowers and 
grass plots because she ec.i not dig, 
and whose rjllnmg influence v ill help 
the children, wnlle their mother will

"There will be associated residences 
for young men whose common garden 
and.- creeper-draped balconies will 
doubtless be a common joy.' There will 
be, L.h6pe, the convalescent home, the 
co-operative rest house, the training' 
school - and the working lads' -hostel—' 
for a community should Iv-Vr the needy 
and the handicapped In daily mind. 
There will be the deep porched and 
broad-balconied tenements for the old, 
the single and the" weakly, whose 
capacities and Infirmities, while 
hindering action, do not hinder suffer- 
ing from noise, .crowd and dirt, nor 
the power to enjoy the kinder environ- 
ment befitting their latter days." 

This .work was accomplished by 
patient and persistent effort. The 
money needed, was collected slowly,

Proposition Made for 
Salving Wreck 



An L?ffer has been received by the 
British Columbia Salvage Company 
from the underwriters for the raising 
Of the steamer Ohio and is under con- 
sideration. Officials of the company 
•will not make public the amount offer- 
ed for salvaging tho sunken Alaska 
Steamship liner. Representatives of 
the underwriters are expected here to- 
day, when It is probable an agreement 
Will be reached. 

Capt. John Mason, of the gasoline 
steamer Anvil, which arrived in Seat- 
tle yesterday from Prince Rupert, is 
01" the opinion that the steamship Ohio 
■will be salved and that the work of- 
fers no serious difficulty to the wreck- 
ers. 

' "The Ohio can be floated, and she 
will be brought down under her own 
steam," said Capt. Mason. "Wo were 
In Carter Bay on our way down from 
Prince Rupert. I called to see If they 
wanted to send any mail, and while 
laying to I was in conversation with 
the. wreckers. There is lots of silt 
being washed down by the creek, and 
it is astonishing how fast this stuff 
will accumulate, but they can sink 
cribs and divert the current so that 
there will be no delay from this 
source. The only real difficulty that 
presents Itself is the steep pitch at. 
which the vessel Ik lying, her bow 
twenty feet in the air and her stern 
away in the depths. That will make 
it slow for the divers, but they will 
bring her up, as the wreck Is com- 
pletely sheltered and will not shift any 



appreciable distance in 
natural causes." 

The branch hydrographlc office at 
Port Townsend has informed the ag- 
ency of marine and fisheries at this 
port that Captain Johnson of the 
American steamer Ohio states that it 
is not safe to pass within a quarter of 
a mile of Sarah Island , Flnlayson 
channel, British Columbia, when Steep 
Point, which Is the eastern point of 
the southern entrance to Hle-Kish 
narrows bears about N. E. by N. 
(mag.) as it was in this vicinity that 
the Ohio struck a rock or lodge.

The department of labor at Ottawa, 
has adjusted two fair wage disputes 
after investigation. The claim of t,. 
T. P. employees In the West has not 
been entertained, but a c implnlnt from 
Montreal against Peter Lyall & Son 
has been adjusted, and government 
checks forwarded to make up the dif- 
ference between what was paid and the 
fair wage list. It will be deducted from 
the firm's contract with the govern- 
ment on the work in question. 

With the departure of the cruisers 
Tennessee, Washington, Pennsylvania, 
and Colorado lust week fnm the Navy 
Yard, Puget Sound, the labor force of 
this yard lias been cut down from 1,730 
to 1,190. A large number of the men 
who were laid off were given furloughs 
and will be recalled In a week or two, 
as soon as more work Is given the yard. 
As soon as funds are available repair 
work will be resumed on the battleship 
Oregon and work will lie rushed with 
a large force of workmen. 

* + * 

Tlie fishermen from Bellingham earn- 
ed $700,000. The 75 boats from this 
place caught an average of 57,500 sock- 
eye salmon, netting them each $9,200. 
The highest boat of the season got a 
catch of SO, 000 fish. It is owned by O. 
E. Hough, of Blaine. The next high- 
est got 73,000 fish. It Is owned by An- 
ton Vlasich. The biggest catch of any 
single day was 8,000 made by Jerry 
Petrlch. His boat made $10,500 from 
the sockeye run. Each Individual fish- 
erman made an average of $800. The 
price ranged from G cents to 30 cents 
per fish,

The best of 
union music will be used, and the rest 
depends on the union men and their 
friends, male and female, and all will 
bo mado welcome. 

A light between Hindus and a white 
man employed at the A. J. West mill, 
Aberdeen, Wash., resulted in a strike, 
a walkout, a lockout and partial shut 
down of the West plant. On account 
of the light the Hindus left the mill. 
The. manager of the mill, it ia said, per- 
suaded the foreigners to return and 
discharged the white man. The whites 
demanded his reinstatement, .and when 
this was refused almost the entire 
force of whites ieft except the trim- 
mermen. As many as could lie secured 
were placed in the places left vacant, 
and the mill Is running with a short 
force. 

The French government has at last 
taken up seriously the question of 
many landlords who refuse to let 
their apartments to couples with 
children — one of the reasons, it Is de- 
clared, responsible for the decline in 
the birthrate In France. A bill has 
been introduced In the Chamber of 
Deputies making it a punishable of- 
fense to refuse 10 accept tenants be- 
cause of their being blessed with cliil- 
dren. 

Factory and laundry proprietors 
and employers of women in all parts 
of Illinois are being notified by Edgar 
T. Davies, chief of the department of 
factory inspection, of the passage of 
the law In respect to the regulation 
and limit of hours for female em- 
ployees, which went into effect July 
1. The new law establishes the limit 
for women and girl employees at ten 
hours a day, a violation of the law by 
an employer being punishable by a 
Tine of $25 to $100. The act places 
the enforcement of the law in charge 
of the state department of factory In- 
spection. 

Tho sixth international trades union 
congress was opened in Paris, France, 
last week', and among the subjects dis- 
cussed, were the reduction of the hours 
of labor, regulations to govern work in 
domiciles and a proposal to put an end 
to international strike-breaking. Samu- 
el Gompers, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, and J. Howard 
Eades represented America. Mr. Gom- 
pers submitted a proposal for the or- 
ganization of an international federa- 
tion of workmen, which, while not af- 
fecting the Independence of the work- 
men of the respective countries, would 
'■defend the rights and interests of all 
and create international fraternity and 
solidarity." The motions advanced by 
Dr. How urged trades unions of ail 
countries to fight against the move- 
ment of workmen from one country to 
another In times of economic depres- 
sions when strikes were threatened. 

Last week the International Stereo- j 
typers' and L'leclrotypors' Union met in 
Kansas City, Missouri. An agreement 
has been ratified with tin; Internation- 
al Printing Pressmen and Assistants' 
Union providing that no combination 
pressman and stereotypers will be rec- 
ognized in the unions in the future.

In their report to 'tho minister of 
labor, Ottawa, the board of concilia- 
tion and investigation which enquired 
Into the difficulties at Fort William 
which caused serious disturbances two 
weeks 1 ago said )t would appear that the 
strike would not have occurred had th-j 
employees b-i ■ ware of the provlsi *i> 1 
of the Lemluu* Act. As soon as Its 
provisions were made known the work- 
men immediately availed themselves 
of the services of the hoard. In their 
application to the board the employees 
called for an Increase of wages and 
abolition of the bonus system. The 
board in Its report rinds that unskilled 
labor such as Is affected In this case 
commands about 20 cents per hour. lis 
report raoommenda that wages paid

Iron Ore Deposits. 

S.11', — There is a. letter In today's 
paper signed F. A. Robertson, stating 
that as far as lie has been able t& And, 
tho occurrence of lion Ore on Van- 
couver Island, or the Mainland, Is only 
conjecture. There was n. 1 conjecture 
twenty years ago when the Puget Sound 
iron Company were running a steamer 
regularly to Texada to take iron ore 
to trohdale above Port Townsend 
which, when mixed with u small portion 
of bog ore, and smelted, turned out ex- 
cellent rounary pig, tons of it hav- 
ing been used right hero In Victoria. 

The ore, deposits on Texada are 
.1 



On Vancouver Island we have the 
Sooke deposit; It Is a large mass of 
magnetite ore coarsely granulated, as- 
says from 00 to 05 per cent, of metallic 
iron. The deposit is very extensive, 
near a good harbor and intermixed 
with limestone which would answer 
perfectly for llux. 

Perhaps the most important bed of 
iron ore Is on a small island near Ihe 
north end of Vancouver Island. The 
whole island is formed of alternate 
beds of ehristaline limestone and mag- 
netite. The quantity of ore in sight is 
enormous; it is a tine grained mag- 
netite with only a trace of phosphor- 
ous unci assays from 05 to 70 and 72 to 
SO per cent, ol metallic iron (Assays, of 
the geological survey), It is near a 
good harbor; right across . the straits 
are the coal Ileitis of the northern 
area. Then; are besides there three 
smaller beds of magnetite of less Im- 
portance known and all near the sea 
and easy to reach. 

Hematite of very good quality has 



been found in two places near the sea 
and four beds of nodular iron aro 
known, one on the north end of Van- 
couver Island ad the others on the 
Queen Charlotte islands. These lay 
in alternate beds of limestone, right 
In the coal formation. ' 

Although the geological exploration 
of the province and more, particularly 
)f Vancouver Island is far from com- 
plete, it is safe to state without any 
conjecture that these are not its only 
good iron deposits. 

Xo attempt has as yet been made 
on this side to utilise the iron ore In 
any way except the mine at Texada, 
but surely the time will come when 
this state of things will cease, and 
when It will be more profitable to 
smelt here than import it. In no other 
part of America ia there such an abun- 
dance of coal and wood for fuel, of oro 
for smelting, and limestone and marble 
for llux, all that laying together, near 
good harbors open all the vcar round.

Naval Port With Modern 
Fortifications for 
Japan 



• The R.M.S. Empress of Japan, ('apt. 
Pybus, which reached port yesterday 
from Hongkong and way ports, leaving 
Yokohama on August 24th, with 416 
■passengers, Including in the saloon 
and 1,008 tons of freight, including 
silk goods worth a million dollars, in- 
cluding 1,940 bales of silk, brought 
news that the burning of the British 
bark Howard D. Troop, which was 
scuttled on lire at Yokohama, as brlef- 
!jy reported by cable, was due to 
incendiarism on the part of six mem- 
'bers of the crew who made their 
escape. The vessel had on board part 
of her cargo of kerosene for the Stan- 
dard Oil company when the Are was 
discovered In No. 1 hold, spreading 
quickly to the other holds. Rockets 
were sent up as distress signals and 
firemen came off. A tug took the ves- 
sel In tow and started for Kanagawa, 
but the fire gained such headway it 
was found necessary to scuttle the 
.bark. Altogether. 11,100 cases of kero- 
sene . were burned and part of the 
ship's hull. Mrs. Duryea, wife of the 
captain; was transferred to the steamer 
Pinna nouii after the outbreak. The 
vessel was being repaired when the 
Empress left Yokohama. The incen- 
diarism followed trouble between Capt. 
Duryea and the crew and the six 
seamen who are missing are being 
sought by the police. 

Among the saloon passengers of the 
white liner were several United States 
naval officers, one of whom. Paymaster 
J. S. Bryan, U.S.N., was on board the 
steamer Rainbow which was rescued 
when in distress in the China, sea by 
the Blue Funnel liner Antilochus on 
her way from this port to Hongkong 
and Liverpool. The Rainbow was on

BAD WAY 



Severe Criticism of Management- 
Hard Hit By the Shipping De- 
pression. 



Advices were received by the steam- 
er Cyclops of difficulties In the Toyo 
Risen Kaisha, the annual meeting re- 
cently held at Toklo, says the Jap- 
an Mail, the gist of the resolutions 
adopted seems to have been simply 
economy of expenditures. The largo 
staff of foreign employees in the com- 
pany's San Francisco office will be 
reduced to three or four, and 'other 
retrenchments which are not explicit- 
ly stated will be effected. This com- 
pany has certainly been very hard 
hit by the commercial depression, and 
all the exertions of Its directors will 
be needed to keep it on its feet. 

The Kobe Herald says: 

"We are sorry to, gat her from pub- 
lished accounts that the affairs of 
the company show no Improvement, 
but trust that strong efforts will he 
made to tide the concern over its dif- 
ficulties. In the meantime we should 
like to ask the T. K. K.'s more relent- 
less critics what good they expect to 
effect by bracketing the company with 
the Dai Nippon Sugar Refinery? It 
seems to us that the difficulties on 
the Kaisha are capable of explanation, 
ami, if such is the case, would it not 
be better to advocate the calling up 
of the unpaid share capital— -some ten 
million yen — and tho Immediate li- 
quidation of outstanding debts there- 
with than to seek to force the man- 
agement to the wall. Doubtless gravo 
mistakes have been made, doubtless 
the directors have been altogether too 
ambitious In their building program- 
mes, but let them at least have the 
credit of having committed these 
blunders at a time when not even the 
wisest foresaw the extent and dura- 
tion of the unprecedented business de- 
pression of the past eighteen months. 
Those who calmly contemplate a de- 
velopment somewhat along the lines of 
the Great Japan Sugar Company would 
do well- to pause and reconsider the 
situation, for a disaster to the Toyo 
Kisen Kaisha would mean such a blow 
to the credit of the country as it would 
not recover from for many years. 



Bought San Mateo 

According to advices from Tacoma, 
the L. Luckenbach estate of Xew 
York Is the purchaser of the Ameri- 
can steamer San Mateo, formerly own- 
ed by the Pacific Improvement Com- 
pany. Tlie terms of the sale are 
private. The San Mateo is at present 
in the North, being in the Nome trade 
from the Sound, Tho San Mateo Is a. 
vessel of 1,960 tons and has been hi 
the coasting trade from the Sound and 
San Francisco for a number of years. 
She was built at South Shields, Eng- 
land, in 1SS8. 



Japanese Naval Agitation for 
Fifteen Dread- 
noughts 



A bylaw Is to be submitted to the 
ratepayers for the borrowing of $60,- 
000 for the construction of a sewer- 
system in Nanalmo 



The steamer Cyclops, Capt. Harris, 
of the Blue Funnel line reached port 
yesterday morning from Liverpool and 
the far East, leaving, Yokohama on 
August 22, with a large cargo of gen- 
eral/freight, Including a thousand tons 
Cor Victoria, and 378 Chinese passen- 
gers who debarked at this port. There 
were 71 of these to pay the head tax 
of $500 and the revenue of the local 
customs house Is enriched thereby 
535,000. The cargo of the steamer In- 
cluded a thousand tons of hemp, four 
hundred tons of steel rails for Vancou- 
ver. 

The Cyclops brought news of a sal- 
vage, prize secured by her sister liner 
Antilochus, which towed the U. S. S. 
Rainbow, (found wi th machinery dis- 
abled In the China Sea in Hong- 
Kong, services which will net the 
Holt Company a large sum when the 
salvage award is made. The Antilo- 
chus was on her way from Victoria to 
Liverpool when she picked up the 
United States warship. 

According to advices brought by 
the Cyclops, the Rainbow was 
in distress and was signal- 
ling for assistance. Her ma- 
chinery had been disabled, it was re- 
ported, owing to a boiler acldent, and 
the warship was anchored in a com- 
paratively exposed position. Three 
typhoons were reported in the China 
Sea and her commander signalled the 
Antilochus asking to be taken i:i tow. 
The signals were answered and the 
Antilochus bore over to where the 
Rainbow was anchored and put lines 
aboard. The [J. S. naval officers ex- 
pressed their great admiration to the 
newspapers at Hongkong regarding 
the work done by the Antilochus in 
towing the Rainbow to Hongkong. 
No arrangement was made with re- 
gard to salvage, this being left to ar- 
rangement between the U:iited States 
Government and Lloyds. It is prob- 
able, that the Antilochus will earn a 
considerable sum, however, in pay- 
ment for the services rendered to tho 
warship. 

Wants Fifteon Dreadnoughts 

News was brought by the Cyclops 
that an agitation Is prevailing for 
large increases to the Japanese navy. 
Mr. Yamakawa, councillor of the navy 
department, stated that the Japanese 
must build, and quickly, fifteen Dread- 
noughts. He said: "At present the 
naval power of a country is calculated 
on the basis of battleships of the 
Dreadnought type it possesses, and if 
Japan were to imitate the strictness 
of the British navy half of her present 
warships would lie withdrawn from 
commission. While other nations are 
building Dreadnoughts Japan has only 
one ship of that type, the Satsuma, a 
vessel inferior to the Dreadnought 
type, and two new battleships under 
construction. The naval rivalry and 
progress of the Orient will compel Ja- 
pan to have at least fifteen ships of 
the Dreadnought type." 

Will Study Aviation 

The Tokyo Yamato reports that the 
war department's estlmatese for next 
year will provide for the expenditure 
of $40,000,000, a decrease of over two 
and a half millions from this year. An 
increased appropriation is provided fop 
building forts in Tokyo of balloons and 
aeroplanes. 

According to statements published, 



by Japanese newspapers Japan is giv- 
ing great attention to military avia- 
tion, and in this connection the Japan 
Advertiser copies a strange article 
from a Russian paper published at 
Harbin, which, in telling of the pass- 
ing through of four Japanese military 
experts bound to Germany to study 
aviation, said that a great aeronautic 
park wtis maintained secretly where 
tests were being carried on of Improv- 
ed aeroplanes and access to none save 
military officers was allowed. 

A Strategic Line 
Chinese vernacular newspapers com- 
ment at length on the Antung-Muk- 
den railroad Incident, the majority 
stating that Japan's action has a mili- 
tary Inspiration, as the railroad Is of 
strong strategic advantage. The Hsin- 
wenpa.o, of Shanghai, says it Is need- 
ed "to link with the Korean railroad 
to facilitate the movements in case of 
a second war." 




TRAGEDY OF 

RECE NT EA RTHQUAKE 

Mail News Details Incidents of the 
Disaster in Central 
Japan 

More details regarding the disastrous 
earthquake in central Japan were 
brought by, the Cyclops and some tragic 
incidents are reported. At Torahlme- 
mura an entire .family, which perished 
with the collapse of their house were 
found clinging together In death, badly 
mutilated, oy rescuers who tried to 
extricate them. The family consisted 
of a man aged 60, his wife aged 35, a 
small boy, and an old woman of 72. At 
Mlkawa-mura, a young girl sent for a 
watermelon, returned witli It to find the 
residence collapsed. She was found 
tearing at the debris with her fingers, 
shrieking, and rescuers came to assist 
her. They found the corpses of her 
tattler, aged 50 and her grandmother, 
aged 90, in the ruins. The attitude of 
ot the bodies snowed they had been 
burled when the son was attempting to 
carry bis mother to safety. 

the eartnquake was the worst ex- 
perienced In Japan since the. big disas- 
ter of lbill anil was experienced most 
in the neighborhood of Lake Blwa, 
where many villages were destroyed 
with much loss of life. In Shiga pre- 
fecture alone 3,500 houses collapsed. An 
eruption of Mount Ibukl took place fol- 
lowed by heavy landslides. Many not- 
able temples were among the buildings 
destroyed. In Fuwa district, the build- 
ing of a marble yard tumbled and a 
numiier of the workmen were killed. 
At Xagoya, fourteen shocks were ex- 
perienced, and much damage done, the 
loss at the Japan Porcelain Coniptny, 
where many art works wore destroyed 
was very heavy. Lako Blwa overflowed 
and the river Ano flooded after the 
earthquake 

R. R. Cnpeland and H. Siegfried have 
scored Alpine Club honors by making 
tho first ascent of the Albert Peaks, 
two high mountains on the Selkirk di- 
vide south of Albert Canyon. Many 
mountaineers have had an eager eye 
on the ascent' of these peaks, which 
aro steep In contour and form a diffi- 
cult climb. Messrs. Copeland and 
Siegfried were twenty-two hours with- 
out water in making the ascent.

E. C. Simmons has sent in his resig- 
nation as chief provincial constable 
for Vancouver district: His successor 
is Percy G,' Ro'uth", late of Moyle and 
Michel. The new constable served for 
several years in the Northwest 
Mounted Police, leaving that service 
with the rank of sergeant. Ho was 
sergeant-major in Strathcona's Horse 
during the Boer War, and served In 
the same capacity with the fourth con- 
tingent, during which ho was made 
the recipient of the Distinguished Con- 
duct Medal for the gallant conduct In 
the aeld.

T make no profession to any exceptional 
qualifications to deal with the subject treated 
in this article, except such as may naturally 
arise from such study of it as a layman lias 
been able to make during- a residence on the 
Pacific Coast of eighteen years.

Coast of Canada, unless one looks widely afield 
and considers this coast in its relation to the 
great ocean upon which it fronts. 

Looking to the Future 
In order that the importance of the Pacific

of Imperial Defence having been brought to 
the front in a conspicuous way by the recent 
Conference in London, and as the Dominion of 
Canada has undertaken to assume a share of 
the burden theicof, especially in connection 
with her own coasts, it seems fitting that all 
matters having any bearing upon the strategic 
advantages of the Pacific coast of the Domin- 
ion should be presented for the information of 
those, who have the decision of questions per- 
taining to defence, as well as for that of the 
general public. A discussion of the question 
of coast defence from a layman's standpoint 
must necessarily be of very limited value; but 
1 am not without hope that, if 1 am able to 
present the facts as they exist, the presenta- 
tion ma; lie of some service to those who are 
better able to form conclusions that I am. 

The Greatest Frontier 

The importance of the Pacific frontier oi 
Canada is exceedingly great. It is ii. the 
truest sense of the word an Imperial Frontier, 
and when we reflect upon the extent and po- 
tential wealth of the country lying behind it, 
and of what vast moment it is to the perman- 
ence of the British Empire that this matchless 
domain shall be rendered as safe as possible 
from an invader, it does not seem to be any 
exaggeration to claim that ours is the greatest 
of all the over-seas frontiers. The master 
minds of British military -kill have been ex- 
erted to make secure the northern frontier ot 
India, and it is indeed of the utmost import- 
ance that a barrier shall be set up whereby an 
invasion of our great Dependency from the 
north can be rendered impossible. But is it 
not of vastly greater importance that the 
western frontier of Canada shall be adequately 
defended? India is of immeasurable value to 
the Empire; but Canada is essential. India 
is peopled by millions of other blood than 
ours; Canada will, we all hope, be the home 
of millions of people of our own blood. 
Canada's Responsibility 

It would be in bad taste to assume in the 
discussion of this subject that the enemy, 
against whom we will have to guard, is likely 
to come from one quarter rather than another. 
If my reading of history has taught me any- 
thing, it is that storms arise oftentimes in the 
part of the heavens which seem least threat- 
ening. We have our allies and we have our 
friends. Just now we have no open enemies. 
I venture no prediction as to the possible de- 
velopment of the future or the potential 
groupings of the powers. My point is that the 
Pacific Coast of Canada and the region lying 
behind it constitute too rich a prize to be left 
undefended. In assuming the defence of this 
Coast, the government of Canada has accepted 
a great responsibility; but it is a responsibility 
that our honor as people of the British race 
will never allow us to cast upon others. We 
have inherited a laud of infinite possibilities; 
but our heritage carries with it equal obliga 
tions ; and we shall show ourselves to be un- 
worthy of the one, if we hesitate about dis- 
charging the other. 

I propose in this paper to show: 

1st. The importance of the western fron- 
tier of Canada ; 

2nd. What in my humble judgment is the 
true strategical frontier; 

3rd. The advantages possessed by Esqui- 
mau as the chief naval station on the Coast. 

Necessarily much that will be said has al- 
ready been said ; but it seems desirable, in 
the interest of completeness, that the case 
should be outlined as fully as possible. H is 
only when one has grasped the whole situa- 
tion, has as it were taken a bird's eye view 
of the North Pacffic Ocean, and gained an 
idea of its strategical features as well from a 
commercial as from a naval point of view, 
that a valuable opinion can be reached. No 
useful conclusion can be arrived at if the in- 
vestigator confines his observations to a par- 
ticular locality; and no appreciation can be 
formed of the paramount importance to the 
Empire lof the adequate defence of the Pacific 



ated, it is necessary to consider in some detail 
the conformation of the coast from Mexico to 
Behring Sea, the character and elevation of 
the mountain ranges, the relation of the Can- 
adian portion of the coast to that owned by 
the United States, the oceanic routes to Asia, 
and the progress, commercial and industrial, 
that has taken place in western America dur- 



far south to be competitive with those in more 
northerly latitudes. From San Francisco to 
the mouth of the Columbia river, the coast of 
the United States presents an almost unbroken 
frontage to the sea, and in that distance, which 
is approximately eight degrees of latitude, 
there is no harbor that can be placed even in 
the second class. The Columbia river affords 
extensive harbor facilities and the city of 
Portland, on the Willamette, one of its tribu- 
taries, enjoys a large ocean trade; but the. 
entrance to the Columbia is obstructed by a 
bar, which must prove an obstacle to com- 
merce carried on in vessels of the larger class. 
Between the mouth of the Columbia and Cape 
Flattery, at the southern side of the entrance 
to the Strait of Juan dc Fuca, in Latitude 48 
(leg. 23 min. X., there arc several harbors, but 
they are not large and have bars at their en- 
trances. 

A Continental Gateway 

The Straits of San Juan de Fuca is one of 
the most remarkable waterways in the world, 
not. so much because it is deep, straight and 
free from rocks or shoals, but because it leads 
to an inland sea, which from a 1 most every 
point of view is unsurpassed, 'flic Strait lies 
between the State ol Washington and Vancou- 
ver Island, II. C. It is thirteen miles wide 
at its entrance from the ocean and extends 
sixty miles in an easterly direction, having 
an average width of twelve miles. In the 
centre it is very deep, but it becomes shoal 
towards the shores, thus affording good an- 
chorage. Along it on both sides arc excellent 
harbors. In approaching it from the ocean 
great caution and vigilance arc required on 
the part of the masters of sailing ships during 
bad weather, but for steamships, once Cape 
Flattery on the south, or Cape Bealc on the 
north, has been made out. it is absolutely 
safe. From the eastern terminus of the Strait 
proper an arm of the sea extends southward 
seventy miles into the Stave of Washington.

ing the last quarter oi a century. It is only 
by a study of these things that a proper con- 
ception can be . formed, not only of the part 
which the Canadian seaboard is certain to 
play in the future in connection with com- 
merce, but of the great necessity which exists 
for the recognition of its relation to the Em- 
pire as a whole. If it shall appear that Can- 
ada occupies a position of great strategic ad- 
vantage, whether viewed either from a com- 
mercial or naval standpoint ; if it shall be made 
clear that a great rival nation — friendly, in- 
deed, but unlimited in ils ambition and its reso- 
lution, shares this advantage with us to some 
extent, and is determined to make the most 
of i.t by every means in its power; if these 
things shall he shown, it will follow that the 
future of the western coast of Canada is a 
matter of Imperial concern, that it is the stage 
upon which the British people must put forth 
their greatest efforts to maintain their com- 
mercial and naval supremacy. Here the mettle 
of our people w ill be tried, as it has never vet 
been tried, because here they will be in the 
closest rivalry with a people, speaking the 
same language and inspired by phenomenal 
success. I [ere is where the peaceful battle for 
the trade of the Orient will be fought. Here 
the fate of the British Empire may be decided. 
The west coast of Korth America i-s the new 
frontier of Occidental progress, and the Cana- 
dian portion of that coast may without exag- 
geration be called an Imperial Frontier. 

The American Coast 
First as to the conformation of the coast: 
The coast has a general trend to the north- 
west. The longitude of San Diego, the most 
southerly harbor on the United Slates west- 
ern seaboard, is 117 deg. W., and thai of Cape 
Prince of Wales, in Behring Strait, is t68 deg. 
W. ( fractional parts of a degree are disre- 
garded in this genera] statement). The longi- 
tude of Port Simpson, the most westerly and, 
with a single exception, the most northerly 
harbor on the Canadian mainland, is 130 deg. 
W. It will be seen from what follows that 
the only portion of the coast that need be 
taken into consideration is that lying south of 
fort Simpson, and along this the northwest- 
erly trend is across thirteen degrees of longi- 
tude. That is, the most northerly harbor on 
the Canadian mainland is thirteen degrees 
further west than the most southerly harbor 
in the United States. It is likewise seven de- 
grees west of the most westerly harbor in the 
United States, excluding Alaska. Along this 
seaboard are many harbors, but those adapted 
to the requirements of the terminus of a great 
transcontinental and transoceanic commerce 
are comparatively few in number, and with a 
single exception are grouped within seven de- 
grees of latitude. The exception is San Fran- 
cisco, the ports south of that city being too 



This extension and the waters lying north ot 
it in the state mentioned are now legally 
known as Pugct Sound. The southern branch 
is marked upon the charts as Admiralty Inlet, 
the original Pugct Sound being a pari of ii, 
hut the legislature of Washington has applied 
the latter name generally to all waters under 
the jurisdiction cf the United Stales reached forty miles across Dixon's Entrance to Port- 



Alaska leaves tide water. Of these several are 
well adapted to the purposes of commerce by 
reason of their accessibility from the land, 
their position in 1 elation to the best trans- 
oceanic routes, and their size, depth of water 
and the character of the approach to them from 
the sea. The more northerly of them can be 
reached by way of Dixon's Entrance, a channel 
dividing the islands of the Canadian archi- 
pelago from those of Alaska, and af folding the 
shortest route from the Canadian coast to 
Japan. In Southeastern Alaska arc several 
harbors, but they possess no advantages to 
recommend them in the connection now being 
considered. The)' can be reached from the 
land side only with great difficulty, and the 
channels by which they are approachable from 
the sea arc too intricate to he safely navigated 
by large vessels. .Moreover, there is nothing 
from a navigator's point of view in favor of 
a harbor north of Dixon's Entrance as com- 
pared -with those south of that waterway, be- 
cause of the fact that the Alaskan Peninsula 
interposes itself along the route which would 
be followed in going to and from Asia. The 
harbors of the main part of Alaska may like- 
wise be dismissed from consideration, except 
in connection with local traffic. 

The Available Ports 

In brief, along the whole coast of North 
America north of the Mexican border, only 
San Francisco, the United States ports reached 
by way of the Strait of Juan de Fuca and those 
along the British Columbia frontier can be 
regarded as available in any large way to par- 
ticipate in the commercial progress of the 
North Pacific Ocean. 

The Canadian Islands 

Of the Canadian islands, and indeed of the 
whole coast archipelago, Vancouver Island is 
much the largest, its area being about 16,000 
square miles. The others vary in size, some of 
them having an area of thousands of square 
miles, but most of them being small, very many 
being so small as to be indicated only on the 
largest charts. They lie close to the continent 
as a rule, but the Queen Charlotte group, con- 
sisting of two large islands and several smaller 
ones, is separated from the others by I fecate 
Strait, which varies in width from 25 1o go 
miles. . The principal of the.se islands arc valu- 
able as well for their great resources as for 
their commanding position when regarded 
from a commercial and naval point of view. 
They will be considered first in connection 
with the defence of the coast and the railway 
terminals now or hereafter to be located there, 
and the maintenance of British naval suprem- 
acv on the North Pacific Ocean. 

The Strategic Frontier 
'I' he strategic western frontier of Canada 
may be said to begin at the most southerly 
point of Vancouver Island, extending thejice 
along the western shore of thai Island to Cape 
Scott, its northerly extremity, thence across 
the open sea [40 miles to Cape St. James, on 
Prevost Island, of the Queen Charlotte group, 
thence along the western shore of that group 
to Cape Knox, its most northerly extremity, 
thence along the northern shore of Graham 
Island to Rose Point, thence northeasterly 
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Naval Coal Sheds at Esquimalt. 



by way of the Strait of Iiian dc Fuca. Xorth 
of the Strait several safe, navigable channels 
lead up to the Gulf of Georgia, which changes 
its name to the Strait of Georgia as it extends 
northward, and divides Vancouver Island from 
the mainland of British Columbia. The last 
named Strait may be said to terminate at 
Seymour Narrows, but a fine dee]) fiord, 
known as Bute Inlet extends towards the. 
north some sixty miles. From the head of 
Bute Inlet to the southern extremity of Puget 
Sound is three hundred and fifty miles in a 
direct line, and it is no exaggeration to say 
that this inland sea is in respect to the num- 
ber, size and safety of its harbors without a 
peer. There is not a rock or shoal that is a 
menace to navigation. This is the great 
centre of population, and the scene of 
the greatest progress in the Pacific 
Northwest, and around it arc the cities of Seat- 
tle, Tacoma, Bcllingham and. others in the 
State of Washington, Victoria, Vancouver, 
New Westminster, Nanaimo, Ladysmith and 
others in British Columbia. Merc also was 
the naval station of Esquimalt. 

The Northwest Coast 
From the Strait of Juan tie Fuca the west 
coast of Vancouver Island trends northwest- 
erly for two hundred and twenty miles, North 
of Vancouver Island a wide entrance from the 
ocean gives access to numerous harbors on 
the British Columbia coast north of Bute 
Inlet and south of the head of Portland Canal, 
where the boundarv between Cant da and 



land Channel, and thence up Portland Channel 
and Portland Canal to the head of the latter. 
Its approximate length, not taking into ac- 
count the sinuosities of the coast, is 750 statute 
miles. Upon or within this line all the Can- 
adian transcontinental lines must have their 
termini, and if dominates the approach to the 



hardly worth while discussing in this connec- 
tion their means of defence against each other 
in the narrow seas of the Northwest Coast, 
which they now use in common for the peace- 
ful purposes of commerce. But to consider 
the commercial development of the western 
seaboard of Canada, and disregard the pos- 
sibility of an attack from the sea upon the cen- 
tres of trade and industry, which that develop- 
ment will bring into existence, would be to 
leave a very important feature of the case un- 
touched. The progress of civilization has 
emphasized, not lessened, the wisdom of the 
ancient saying that in the time of peace we 
must prepare for war, and in the time of war 
a rich coast line, controlling the commerce of 
half a continent, would be a source of weak- 
ness, if it were undefended. The United States 
government appreciates the necessity of pro- 
tecting the western termini of the railways of 
that country, and of providing efficient naval 
bases, with docking facilities for the largest 
class of ships of war. Although San Francisco 
possesses a navy yard of large capacity, the 
United States government has not only forti- 
fied the entrance to Puget South, thereby pro- 
tecting the termini of the Northern Pacific, 
Great" Northern and other railway systems 
about to be extended to that great inland sea, 
hut has erected a dock and established a naval 
depot at Bremerton, on one of the branches of 
the Sound. The commercia'l and other inter- 
ests rapidly centering on the Northwest Coast, 
in the opinion of that government, call for 
greater protection than can be afforded by a 
naval base nine hundred miles distant. But no 
argument can be needed to demonstrate that 
Imperial interests require that the Canadian 
coast shall be defended from possible seizure 
by a hostile navy, and this being the case, the 
nature of the first line of defence is of the 
greatest importance. If a hostile force should 
seize Vancouver Island, or one of the larger 
islands of the Queen Charlotte group, it would 
seriously threaten, if it did not completely 
dominate, the wdiole frontier. These islands 
have many commodious harbors, exhaustive 
coal fields, an extensive area of agricultural 
land, and are in every way fitted to be the 
home of a large population. The power con- 
trolling them can always he supreme in a 
naval sense upon the North Pacific. 

Ports on the Open Ocean 

On the ocean coast of Vancouver Island are 
numerous inlets affording harbor facilities. 
Two of them are of sufficient importance to 
call for mention in thic connection, namely, 
Barkley Sound and Quatsino Sound. Both of 
them are large enough to afford shelter for the 
navies of the world. Both penetrate the Island 
for a long distance. Barkley Sound is thirty 
miles wide at its entrance, and this width con- 
tinues for twelve miles, though broken by 
numerous islands. It then divides into several 
channels, the principal of them being Alberni 
Canal, twenty-three miles long, terminating at 
Stamp Harbor, which is only fourteen miles 
from the east coast of Vancouver Island. The 
approach to Barkley Sound is as safe as to 
any harbor on the 'Pacific coast, and can be 
tested by soundings. Quatsino Sound is the 
most northwesterly inlet' on the Island coast. 
It extends inland twenty-five miles, or to 
within nine miles of the eastern shore of the 
Island. It is divided into four parts, known 
respectively as Forward Arm, Southeast Arm, 
Rupert Arm and West Arm. Its capacity is 
equal to that of Barkley Sound, and the ap- 
proach from the sea is safe. Both these 
sounds, as well as Esquimalt, ^wcre at one 
time considered as termini for the Canadian 
Pacific, and they were only abandoned in that 
connection when the decision was reached to 
select a southerly route for that railway. The 
narrow waterways separating A^ancouver Isl- 
and from the mainland can be bridged, 
although at considerable cost; at present 
regular car-ferry service is maintained be- 
tween the railways on the Island and those 
011 the continent. Vancouver Island may 
therefore be regarded as though it formed a 
part of the continent. Its great and varied 
resources will ensure the construction of rail- 
ways to every part of it, and the perfecting 
of the connections above mentioned, 
The Queen Charlotte Grou/ 

The strategic frontier, as above defined, ex- 
tends across the sea from the northernmost 
point of Vancouver Island to the southern ex- 
tremity of the Queen Charlotte group. The 
distance is, as stated, one hundred and forty

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RICHELIEU 

The name of Richelieu holds a prominent 
place in the history of France and Europe. 
Armand Jean DuPlessis, Due <le Richelieu 
and a cardinal, was born in Paris on Septem- 
ber 5, 1S85. He was of good family, and his 
brother was Bishop of Lucon. Armand was 
intended for the arm}' and was educated for 
that purpose, but foreseeing that the bishopric 
held by his brother was likely soon to become 
vacant, he directed his attention to theology, 
and when the Bishop retired in 1606, the 
youthful prelate was appointed to the position 
and formally consecrated in the presence of 
the Pope. That lie should have been selected 
for such a post when not twenty-one years 
of age shows the abilities of the man as noth- 
ing else could; Conceding as much as one 
may choose to political and other influences, 
there is no reasonable probability that the 
Pope would have consented to his consecra- 
tion if he had not been satisfied of his great 
talents. His conduct attested the wisdom of 
his appointment. He administered his diocese 
with consummate skill, and as a preacher he 
had few, if any, equals. For eight years he ap- 
pears to have devoted himself closely to his 
episcopal duties, but in 1614, when he was 
twenty-nine years of age, he attended the 
States-General as a representative of the 
clergy, and an address delivered in the pres- 
ence of the youthful King, Louis XIII., so at- 
tracted the notice of the Queen-mother, Maria 
de Medici, that he was invited to enter into the 
service of the State as Secretary for War and 
Foreign Affairs. The favorite minister of the 
King was De Luynes, and he was jealous of 
his rival, so that Richelieu was compelled to 
retire temporarily to his bishopric. Mean- 
while the country was overwhelmed in con- 
fusion owing to the persecutions of the 
Huguenots, and the prestige of France was 
suffering greatly by the growing ascendancy 
of Austria. When things looked very dark 
and De Luynes had died, the King was per- 
suaded to recall Richelieu to the council, and 
he was created a cardinal. This was in 1624, 
so that in his thirty-ninth year the sagacious 
prelate became the virtual ruler of France. 

His first step of importance was to estab- 
lish friendly relations with England, and this 
he accomplished by arranging a marriage be- 
tween the King's sister and the Prince of 
Wales, afterwards Charles I. Richelieu seems 
to have been almost wholly without religious 
prejudices, and he dealt with the Huguenots 
not as a religious sect, but as a political or- 
ganization. Many of the proudest nobles of 
France were Huguenots, and they had the 
sympathy of Spain and Austria, both strong 
Catholic powers, who saw in their influence a 
means whereby France could be torn asunder 
by internal dissensions, and of England which 
was naturally inclined towards Protestanism, 
and lent a willing ear to Buckingham, minister 
of Charles I., who believed he saw in the 
espousal of the Huguenot cause a means of 
making himself politically strong. The Hugue- 
nots made Pa Rochelle their headquarters and 
openly declared war against France. Riche- 
lieu's sagacious eye perceived that once this 
town was taken, the end of the rebellion was 
assured, and therefore he caused siege to be 
made, which was continued for fourteen 
months. In the end it was successful, and the 
cardinal-minister had the wisdom to conciliate 
rather than punish the rebels. 

Richelieu's first success outside of France 
was in Piedmont, where he completely over- 
threw the combined forces of Spain and Aus- 
tria, lie was at this time carrying on a re- 
markable campaign. He was opposing the 
Protestants at home, and was encouraging 
them in Germany, lie recognized that, with 
France divided on a religious question, it 
could not possibly become strung; and he real- 
ized that by strengthening the hands id the 
Lutherans, he curbed the power of Austria. 
His plans suffered a temporary check through 
the serious nature of the problem presented by 
the Huguenots; but after the capture of Pa 
Rochelle, he felt free to act. 

The liberty of actioti came none ton soon. 
Austria was gaining in power with, tremen- 
dous rapidity. Wallenstein was driving the 
Protestant princes before him. Spain had rc- 
.-ovcrcd from the effects of defeat in Piedmont. 
Italy was in a hostile mood, and everything 
seemed to indicate that the hour of France's 
degradation and of Austria's supremacy was 
at hand. Then the genius of Richelieu shone 
out resplendent. He checked the efforts of 
Spain ; he conducted a brilliant and highly suc- 
cessful campaign in Italy, and he organized 
the principalities of northern Germany to re- 
sist the aggressions of Austria ; he effected an 
alliance with Gustavus Adolphus of Sweden, 
and aided by Capuchin Father Joseph, who 
throughout his career was his one confiden- 
tial and trusted adviser, he inspired the Catho- 
lic German princes with jealousy of the Aus- 
trian emperor and compelled the removal of 
Wallenstein from the command of the Aus- 
trian forces. We have seen in the sketch of 
the career of Gustavus Adolphus how the 
plans of Richelieu succeeded and Northern 
Germany became permanently Protestant, and 
it seems a very notable thing that such a con- 
summation was due in very large measure to 
a Roman Catholic stateman. who was a car- 
dinal of that church. 

Though Richelieu was so successful 
abroad he was not without enemies at home, 
and at one time his influence seemed likely 
to be overthrown by a court intrigue. Many 



of the great nobles thought that the Cardinal 
was the virtual king of France, and they 
plotted to overthrow him, with the full sanc- 
tion of the Queen-Mother. Civil war broke 
out, but the Cardinal was equal to the emer- 
gency. He placed himself unreservedly in the 
hands of the King, who in return gave him 
care blanche; but Richelieu was too sagacious 
to abuse his great power, and while he prompt- 
ly subdued every sign of insurrection, he did 
so in a manner that left as little bitterness as 
possible in the minds of his opponents. At this 
period of his career he was created a duke. 
Shortly after Gustavus Adolphus was slain in 
battle, and his death left the way clear for the 
Cardinal to shape the destiny of Europe. In 
1634 he renewed the alliance of France with 
Sweden ami the German Lutherans and per- 
suaded the Dutch to take the field against 
Spain. Then followed a brilliant series of 
campaigns, which ended with the policy of the 
Cardinal triumphant, with Spain and Austria 
weakened, with the ambition of the latter ef- 
fectually blocked by the Protestant princes 
in the north, and France easily the dominant 
power in continenal Europe. Richelieu (lied 
in 1642 in the height Of his career and only 
fifty-seven years of age. 

What France owes to this great man can- 
not easily be measured. It has been said of 
him that he was practically the creator of 
France, as .we understand that term today. At 
the same time he was in a sense responsible 
for many of the calamities which overwhelm- 
ed his country in after years. He was the 
very incarnation of absolutism. His overthrow 
of the Huguenots, while essential to his plans, 
proved in the end a great source of weakness, 
for it deprived the nation of that independence 
of political life, which otherwise would have 
held in check that absolute autocrat, Louis 
XIV. He gave France glory and prestige; 
but he robbed her of independence of thought, 
enormously increased the burdens of the peo- 
ple and abnormally added to the powers of 
the King. While Richelieu was alive to ad- 
minister these vast powers with prudence and 
sagacity, all went well; but when he died, and 
the power passed into the hands of Louis, 
who delighted to be regarded as 1c grand 
monarque, disaster was ensured. Richelieu 
was absolutely devoted to his country. It has 
been said of him that all men admired but 
none loved him ; that he thought nothing of 
the people but everything of the state, and that 
his idea of the state was the concentration in 
the hands of one man absolute power to deal 
with the persons and purses of all the others. 
There is no doubt that he found France on 
the verge of anarchy ; but there is also no 
doubt that, in placing her upon a firm founda- 
tion, he went too far in the other direction and 
sowed the seeds of even worse confusion. 
Few men have been the subject of more dis- 
cussion than he. Of one thing all his biog- 
raphers seem convinced, namely that lie was 
utterly unscrupulous ; on the other hand all 
concede that he employed none of his powers 
for his personal ends, except so far as the re- 
tention of office for the sake of Ids policies 
may be called personal. He has been made 
to say: "1 venture on nothing without first 
thinking it out; but once decided, I go straight 
to my point, overthrow or cut down whatever 
stands in my way, and finally cover it with 
my cardinal's red robe." Whether or not he 
ever said these words, they not unfairly repre- 
sent his character. He was much interested 
in literature, and was himself an author of 
some merit. It is said of him that his chief 
wish was to become known to fame as a great 
writer, but his efforts in this direction were 
not conspicuously successful. What they 
might have been, if he had not been so deeply 
immersed in affairs of state, must remain a 
matter of surmise. lie was certainly one of 
tlie most picturesque figures in European his- 
tory, one of the most skillful of all diplomats, 
one of the ablest of councillors and an un- 
doubted patriot.

THE ORIGIN OF ETHICS 

If a man were cast alone upon an uninhab- 
ited island, could he commit what we call a 
sin? It is not worth while attempting to an- 
swer this question, and it is propounded only 
as introductory to the statement that if a sec- 
ond man should come upon the island, there 
would arise an immediate possibility of wrong- 
doing. In the case of Robinson Crusoe, his 
life was not only blameless, when he was alone 
on his island, but the very possibility of his 
doing wrong was, to say the least, exceedingly 
remote; but when Friday appeared on the 
scene, there at once arose a distinction be- 
tween right and wrong. To the solitary man 
everything that he could do was right ; to the 
man with a companion some of the things that 
he might wish 10 do would be wrong. It is 
hardly necessary to make an argument to es- 
tablish that proposition. Hence we reach the 
fundamental proposition that the test of wrong 
is the effect of an act upon others, and from 
this there is logically deduciblc the Golden 
Rule, that we should do unto others as we 
would have them do unto us. In other words, 
this great principle of human action is the 
logical consequence of natural conditions, a 
principle that humanity would itself evolve 
from the exigencies of mankind. Therefore if 
we claim that Christianity, as a practical re- 
ligion, is founded upon the Golden Rule, we, 
must admit that its basis would, under normal 
conditions, be evolved from the very neces- 
sities of organized society. 

Often one hears asked some such question 



as this: Why is such and such a thing, which 
seems perfectly natural, regarded as* wrong? 
The answer seems to he that everything is 
wrong which tends to interfere with life, lib- 
erty and the pursuit of happiness by others. 
If one takes the trouble to apply this principle 
to the ordinary acts of men, it will be readily 
seen to forbid the doing of the things forbid- 
den in the Ten Commandments. The moral 
law, so-called, is thus shown to be natural 
law, and thus we see how it has come about 
that in all the great religious systems the 
fundamental ethical principles arc the same. 
For example, we find the same principles as 
are contained in the Golden Rule laid down by 
Buddha, Zoroaster, Confucius and others. No 
inspiration was needed to demonstrate to man- 
kind that regard for others was right and dis- 
regard for others wrong. The respect wherein 
Christianity, as a rule of conduct, seems to dif- 
fer from natural religion, is that it enjoins the 
active principle of love, namely, the doing of 
good to others simply for the sake of doing 
good ; which is vastly different from forbear- 
ing to do injury to others. The latter is the 
law of human existence; the former is the con- 
summation, or the fulfilling of this law. It 
takes the natural law and rounds it out full, 
substituting for forbearance through fear a 
spirit of altruism based upon an active appre- 
ciation of the principle that wc owe our neigh- 
bors more than a mere recognition of their 
rights. The latter contains no incentive to spir- 
itual progress; the former does. When once wc 
begin to recognize that we owe a positive duty 
to those around us, spiritual progress becomes 
possible. 

Some people talk as though the Ten Com- 
mandments were the foundation of the moral 
law, and as if, before their promulgation on 
Mount Sinai, men were at liberty to do as they 
pleased; but there were codes of ethics before 
Moses led the Children of Israel out of Egypt, 
and men had evolved the rules of right and 
wrong out of the necessities of human exist- 
ence. The idea that wrongdoing is a trans- 
gression of a divine law, to be followed by pun- 
ishment in another life, is a comparatively 
modern invention. This is not to say that it 
is not correct, for that is neither here nor 
there for the purposes of this article, the object 
of which is to show that the distinction be- 
tween right and wrong rests upon no fable, as 
some may call the Mosaic story, nor upon in- 
spired narrative, as others may regard it, but 
upon the absolute necessity of the race. Let 
us go back to the case of Crusoe and Friday. 
If each of these .men' had not recognized the 
rihts of the other strife would have arisen be- 
tween them and one or both would doubtless 
have perished. And so we may say the 
the whole human . family. We have no 
evidence of the existence of a time 
when respect for the rights of others 
had not been developed. It is true that the 
Icelandic poems, in telling the story of Rag- 
narok say that "brother" made war on 
brother and all the earth was filled with an- 
guish." Conceding, if we may, that man lived 
before the Glacial Period, it is easily conceiv- 
able that in the strife for existence during that 
age there could have been no place for altru- 
ism. If we give imagination a little rein we 
will realize that under such conditions as must 
then have existed there must have been a 
ceaseless struggle during which men would 
have been brutalized beyond anything' of 
which wc can now form any estimate. Might 
must surely have been right, for regard for the 
interests of others could have little part in the 
minds of those who were fighting in the face 
of death for some means of preserving a mis- 
erable life. So if wc are justified in accepting 
the theory that mankind lived before the Ice 
Age and survived it, in view of the fact that 
this Age was many centuries long, wc seem 
driven to the conclusion that humanity would 
emerge from it on a plane immeasurably in- 
ferior to that occupied by the lowest type of 
the race today. Assuming this to have been 
the case, it is easy to see how as conditions 
improved, or as men became accustomed to 
their awful privations, there would arise the 
conception of property in things, defended at 
first by pure force, and coming after many 
years, perhaps many generations, to be recog- 
nized as something to be respected. There is 
absolutely no necessity of supposing an exter- 
nal influence of any kind to account for the 
development of organized society and regard 
for the rights of others. These would come 
about of themselves through the operation of 
the fundamental law of self-preservation. Hu- 
manity of itself would determine that certain 
tilings were right and certain other things 
wrong, and the test would not be whether the 
act was in conformity with or an infraction of 
some divine law, but solely if it were opposed 
to those rules which the common consent of 
mankind had determined were necessary for 
the preservation of society. To violate these 
rules would he to sin against ourselves and our 
fellows. 

We have seen :n previous articles that civ- 
ilization dates back at least twelve thousand 
years. The remains of ancient structures prove 
conclusively that ten thousand years before the 
birth of Christ a certain degree of progress had 
been made, a progress not wholly like that 
which we have today, but apparently in some 
respects greater. It is said that upon ancient 
clay tablets unearthed in Babylonian ruins, 
have been found not only the same rules as 
are laid down in the Ten Commandments, but 
a form of supplication similar in all essential 
particulars to the Lord's Prayer. As it is not 
proposed to consider herein the development 
of religion and the conception of a Supreme 
Deity, no reference will be made to this an- 



cient form of supplication. The interesting 
thing to know is that centuries before Moses 
was born a code of laws, similar to those which 
he promulgated among the Children of Israel, 
was recognized as of authority. Other ancient 
codes have been discovered. To the Code of 
Mann millions of men through many centuries 
have referred for authority in respect to human 
action. Traditions assigning these codes to 
divine origin are many, but there seems to be 
no reason to assume that they would not have 
been evolved through human necessity. 

Whit is said herein has no hearing upon 
the nature of religion, but it does suggest why 
it is that throughout all the world the code of 
ethics is much the same. It shows why all the 
great world teachers have laid stress upon the 
principles of the Golden Rule as the surest 
guide to human happiness. It shows that the 
man. who wilfully transgresses what wc call 
the moral law, is sinning against himself and 
all his feJlows; is setting at nought all the les- 
sons learned by mankind in all the ages that 
have passed.

IV. — The Conquest of the Normans 

The life of William the Norman has been 
dealt with in these pages, and the Pattle of 
Hastings, the result of which made him Con- 
queror of England has been described. It 
only remains to take a brief look at the coun- 
try under the new order of monarchs before 
dismissing the interesting subject of the early 
peopling of lii itain. 

Up to the time of the Norman conquest 
mere had been no real national union in Eng- 
land. There had been great kings, but even 
in Aclfred's time the country was more or 
less disturbed by tribal jealousies. It was only 
when Englishmen fell the pressure of a foreign 
yoke that a mutual sympathy wa-- to unite 
them, and pe'ty jealousies and difficulties be- 
tween the different provinces were to be 
be thrust into lasting oblivion, before the dig- 
nity of a great calamity, that threatened their 
freedom for all time. For a hundred and fifty 
years England was to be ruled by foreign 
kings from Normandy and Anjou and during 
that time the people were to learn severe les- 
sons at fhe cost of much suffering. Neverthe- 
less the lessons were a necessary discipline, to 
a certain extent, to ensure the good results 
that we see in England today. "The wrong 
that had been done by the degradation of the 
free landowners into a feudal dependency was 
partially redressed by the degradation of the 
bulk of the English lords themselves into a 
middle-class as they were pushed from their 
place by the foreign baronage who settled on 
English soil ; and this social change was ac- 
companied by a gradual enrichment -and ele- 
vation of the class of servile and semi-servile 
cultivators which had lifted them at the close 
of this period into almost complete freedom. 
The* middle-class, which was thus created, was 
reinforced by the upgrowth of a corresponding 
class in our towns." The rule of *'ie foreign 
kings was just for the most part, and they 
gave every encouragement to trade and com- 
merce, which enhanced the political import- 
ance of the merchant. At the beginning of this 
period of foreign rule the country was dotted 
all over with small villages, which, under the 
new regime, were to grow into rich and pros- 
perous boroughs, able to buy their liberty 
from the crown at the end of a few genera- 
tions. England was moreover brought into 
closer touch with the continent to the enrich- 
ment of science and art and a stimulus to in- 
tellectual endeavor. The very bitterness of 
the suffering of the people under the foreign 
oppression made them look to a higher power 
for consolation and guidance, ami their re- 
ligion became a necessary and a vital thing. 

The new times brought many noteworthy 
men to England, and among those whose lofty 
example was to .do much towards elevating 
the people was Anselm, the famous primate. 
Anselm was an Italian by birth. He had 
grown up amid the solitude of the Alpine 
Hills, and devoted his youth to philosophical 
study. Prior to his crossing to England to 
take up an enforced residence there, he had 
been abbot at Bee, which under his intellec- 
tual and moral influence had become the first 
seat of learning in Europe. William Rufus 
was king of England, and when the abbot 
came over 011 business with the convent lands, 
he detained him under one pretext or another 
for a year. The detention amounted almost 
to imprisonment, but at the end of that: time 
William, having been seized with an illness, 
and fearful lest his death would ensue, called 
the abbot to his bedside and endeavored to 
make amends for his extraordinary treatment 
by offering to appoint him archbishop of Can- 
terbury. There is a story connected with these 
incidents which give them some flavor of ex- 
cuse, hut it is too long to tell here. At all 
events Anselm had no desire whatever to re- 
main in England, and the dignity of Arch- 
bishop was literally forced upon him. Finding 
himself powerless to do otherwise, he accepted 
the position with as much grace as possible, 
and it was during his tenure of office that he 
married Matilda to Henry L, and thereby 
hangs a romance. 



When Henry had assumed the sovereignty 
of the country he did all in his power to win 
the allegiance and love of the people he was 
to rule. Pie granted them a charter, the prece- 
dent of the Great Charter of John, in which 
the rights of the people were recognized to a 
limited extent, the barons were made to deal 
justly with their under-tenants, and to make no 
further tyrannical demands upon them, as they 
had been privileged to do in the Conqueror's 
time. The King promised to restore order 
and. in so far as it was possible, the old con- 
stitution of the realm, but more than all this, 
he determined to make an alliance that would 
give him lasting popularity. 

Matilda was the daughter of King Malcolm 
of Scotland and Margaret, the sister of Aed- 
gar Aetheling. She it was whom King Henry 
desired to wed ; but Matilda had been brought 
up in a convent by her Aunt Christina, its ab- 
bess, and had already taken the veil when the 
King asked her hand in marriage. The girl 
was young, beautiful and romantic, and de- 
sired 'with all her heart to marry her royal 
suitor; so Henry appealed to Anselm, the 
archbishop, to help them in their dificulty. 
Matilda was called before his court to make 
her plea. 

She had been forced to take the veil, she 
asserted, for from her earliest infancy she had 
stood in pitiful fear of her aunt. 

"But oh!" she cried passionately, "it has 
no religious significance for me, and I only 
wore it when in her presence; her very look 
iivspircd me with a dread I could not over- 
come, and 1 felt I must obey, or seem to obey. 
As soon as I could get out of her sight, I used 
to snatch it from my head and throwing it 
on the ground trample it under my feet. Surely 
such a veiling has no binding religious mean- 
ing." 

So the young maid was freed from 'her 
vows, and soon after was married to her royal 
lover. Henceforth by this act were the two 
peoples, Norman and English, united, and at 
the end of a century the very word Norman 
had ceased to be used, and the nation was as 
one in its allegiance to its King. 

Air. Arthur Tubb sends us the following 
extract from an old history, which will be in- 
teresting in this connection : 

The Abbey of Glastonbury was the bury- 
ing place of King Arthur. Of this there can 
be no doubt. lie died, it is generally under- 
stood, at the battle of Camlau in Cornwall in 
542, and was conveyed by sea to this abbey, 
there buried and in process of time the spot 
was forgotton and lost. , : 

When Henry VI. was passing through 
Wales on his way to Ireland 1172, he delight- 
ed the Welsh with his politic compliments 
on their service in the Irish wars and they 
compared him with King Arthur, whose ex- 
ploits were sung to him as he dined and men- 
tion was made of his burial place between two 
pyramids in the churchyard of Glastonbury. 
When he returned to England, search was 
made, and fortunately we have an eye 
witness, a chronicler, Giraldus Cambriensis. 

Four feet below the surface of a large, 
broad stone was found, with a small, thin plate, 
of lead in the form of a corpse and bearing in 
rude letters and laborious style, the Latin in- 
scription : "His jacet sepultus inclytus Rex 
Arturius in Insula Avalonia." Nine feet 
deeper they found the object of their search 
in the trunk of tree. The remains of Arthur 
himself were displayed to their eyes and by his 
side lay the remains of his wife, Guinevere. 

The bones of the King were of extraordi- 
nary size; the shin bone, fastened against the 
foot of a very tall man reached three fingers' 
breadth above his knee. The skull was cov- 
ered with wounds ten distinct fractures were 
counted), one of great size, apparently the 
effect of a fatal blow. The Queen's body was 
strangely whole and perfect, the hair neatly 
platted and the color of gold burnished, but 
when touched it fell suddenly to dust. 

The discovery appears to have excited so 
great and permanent an interest that Edward 
I. could not be contented until he had seen the 
remains himself, so he came hither with Queen 
Elinor and the ceremony of exhumation was 
very solemnly performed. The skulls were 
then set up in the treasury to remain there, 
the rest of the bodies were returned to their 
place of deposit, Edward endorsing a descrip- 
tion reciting the circumstances. 

The stately monument erected over Arthur 
and his wife was destroyed at the Reformation 
and with it disappeared all traces of the con- 
tents.

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WITH THE PHILOSOPHERS 

Herbert Spencer 

The character of the life he leads must 
tinge a man's philosophy. If he is a happy 
man the fact will reflect itself in his writings, 
for nothing reflects so readily as joy; if he. is 
unhappy there must he a trace of melancholy 
in his teachings. For instance, we take Hux- 
ley and Spencer, two of the foremost writers 
on science and ethics of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. In effect their teachings are very sim- 
ilar, yet Huxley's writings impress us with a 
sense of cheerfulness, while to a certain ex- 
tent the reverse is true of Spencer's works. Of 
course Huxley's style is simple, while Spen- 
cer's is abstruse, which makes some differ- 
ence, perhaps ; and, again, Spencer does not 
allow us to get the same glimpse of his per- 
sonality as does Huxley. We pause to admire 
the former for his learning and his profundity ; 
but we can, as we read, feel that the direct, 
forceful words of Huxley are drawing us near 
to the man himself, and we love him for his 
very humanness. He possessed,the same qual- 
ity in this respect as did Ruskin, only Ruskin 
was the greater genius of the two, so great, 
in fact, that his mind was quite above any con- 
sideration of self, and though to the casual 
observer he may not have seemed happy in his 
domestic life, so great was his power of self- 
elimination that he forgot what might have 
been his own sorrow in rejoicing with those 
who rejoiced. Hut Ruskin was a man in a 
million : he can hardly be accepted as a type. 
Herbert Spencer's life was not a happy one, 
though he was eminently successful in his 
work and achieved world-wide fame. His 
books have been translated into ail languages, 
and his memory will live long as one of the 
most earnest and conscientious thinkers the 
world has ever produced. He was born at 
Derby, England, in 1820, and died in 1903. 

We too often forget that not only is there 
"a soul of good in things evil," hut very gen- 
erally also a soul of truth in things erroneous. 
While many admit the abstract probability 
that- a falsity has usually a nucleus of reality, 
few bear this abstract probability in mind 
when passing judgment on the opinions of 
others. A belief that is finally proved to be 
grossly at variance with fact, is cast aside 
with indignation or contempt; and in the heat 
of antagonism scarcely anyone inquires what 
there was in the belief which commended it to 
men's minds. Yet there must have been some- 
thing. And there is reason to suspect that this 
something was its correspondence with cer- 
tain of their experiences; an extremely limited 
or' vague correspondence, perhaps; but still, a 
correspondence Even the absurdest report may 
in nearly every instance be traced to an actual 
occurrence, and had there been no such actual 
occurrence, this preposterous misrepresentation 
of it would never have existed. Though the 
distorted or magnified image transmitted to us 
through the refracting medium of rumor is ut- 
terly unlike the reality; yet in the absence of 
thereality there would have been no distorted 
or magnified image'. And thus it is with hu- 
.-.man beliefs in general. Entirely wrong as 
they appear, the implication is that they ger- 
minated out of actual experiences — originally 
contained, and perhaps still contain, some 
small amount of verity. . . . 

We have found reason for believing that in 
all religions, even the rudest, there lies hidden 
a fundamental verity. We have inferred that 
fundamental veritv is that element common to 
all religions, which remains after their dis- 
cordant peculiarities have been mutually can- 
celled. And we have further inferred that this 
element is almost certain to be more abstract 
than any current religious doctrine. Now it is 
manifest that only in some highly abstract 
proposition can religion and science find a 
common ground. Neither such doctrines as 
those of the trinitarian and unitarian, nor any 
such idea as that of propitiation, common 
though it may be to all religions, can serve as 
the desired basis of agreement ; for science 
cannot recognize beliefs like these; they lie 
beyond its sphere. Hence we see not only 
that, judging by analogy, the essential truth 
contained in religion is that most abstract cle- 
ment pervading its forms ; but also that this 
most abstract element is the only one in which 
religion is likely to agree with science. . . . 

Not-only is the omnipresence of something 
which passes comprehension that most ab- 
stract belief which is common to all religions, 
which becomes the more distinct in proportion 
as they develop, and which remains after their 
discordant elements have been mutually can- 
celled; but it is that belief which the most un- 
sparing criticism of each leaves unquestionable 
— or rather makes ever clearer. It has nothing 
to fear from the most inexorable logic; but, on 
the contrary, is a belief which the most inex- 
orable logic shows to be more profoundly true 
than any religion supposes. For every religion 
setting out though it does with t he tacit as- 
sertion of a mystery, forthwith proceeds to 
give some solution to this mystery; and so as- 
serts that it is not a mystery passing human 
comprehension. "But an examination of the so- 
lutions they generally propound, shows them 
to be uniformly invalid. The analysis of every 
possible hypothesis proves, not simply that no 
hypothesis is sufficient, but that no hypothesis 
is even thinkable. And thus the mystery 
which all religions recognize, turns out to be 
a far more transcendent mystery than any of 
them suspect — not a relative, but an absolute 
mystery. 

Here, then, is an ultimate religious truth 
of the highest possible certainty — a truth in 
which religions in general are at one with each 
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other, and with a philosophy which there is a 
latent agreement among all mankind, from 
tlie fetish-worshipper to the most stoical critic 
of human creeds, must be the one we seek. If 
religion and science are to be reconciled, the 
basis of reconciliation must be this deepest, 
widest and most certain of facts — that the 
Power which the Universe manifests is to us 
unutterably inscrutable.

IN PRAISE OF OLD AGE 

Just as Dr. Osier attains his sixtieth year a 
book bearing the proud title "Saluti Senectu- 
tis" is attracting wide attention among Ger- 
man and Austrian scholars. Its author is the 
remarkable Viennese scholar Baron Alfred von 
Lindheim, who has been engaged for many 
years in critically examining the whoie mod- 
ern structure of society and in seeking a oasis 
for the most necessary reforms. His criticisms 
of the methods of caring for the sick, in his 
"Saluti Aegrorium," and his study of the de- 
velopment of the youthful organism in his 
"Saluti Juventutis" offer much useful material. 

"Saluti S'encQtutis" does not belong among 
the many popular treatises on increasing the 
longevity of mankind. From history, from the 
natural sciences, and from statistics of all 
kinds the author has collected a mass of acts 
which compel every .thinking man to recast 
his opinion of the significanccaS ^ Sld age. Es- 
pecially interesting is a collecticm)of statistics 
of the circumstances of more than seven hun- 
dred people who have passed their eightieth 
year. The chief result of all these investiga- 
tions lies in the conclusion that the ever-in- 
creasing tendency to employ only young peo- 
ple, to pension men at the very threshold of 
old age, is in a double sense injurious. It robs 
the stale of a great amount of valuable work- 
ing power and condemns numerous capable 
men to a premature decline and death. 

The material collected by Alfred von Lind- 
heim and his staff of scholars confirms the ex- 
perience of the 'Arbiter Invaliditats Versich- 
crung" of the German empire, that a tremen- 
dous mortality appears among those who have 
been retired. How capable on the other hand 
old age may be if it is allowed to continue ac- 
tive as long as possible, is proved by a glance 
at the scientific, artistic, economic and politi- 
cal achievements of celebrated old men. Lind- 
heim calls these men, whose mental powers re- 
mained unimpaired to a great age, or even in 
some cases did not fully ripen till then, 
"Titans." 

In view of the well-known achievements 
of old age it seems rash to put a limit to the 
usefulness of any man. Dr. Cuyler was right 
when he said that for most active undertak- 
ings youth and early manhood were the most 
favorable period, but that for certain others 
concentrated thought, long experience and the 
ripe judgment of age were the best equip- 
ment. Cato, it will be remembered, expressed 
himself very similarly. In any case it cannot 
fail to be recognized that many of the best 
achievements in commerce, in statesmanship, 
in literature and in other fields have, been ex- 
ecuted by men who were long past sixty. 

The results of Von Lindheim's original 
statistical investigations are of great interest. 
From them we learn what factors enter into 
the lengthening of human life and power. 
Among these are: Natural instead of artificial 
food for the infant, descent from a healthy, 
long-lived family, temperance and regularity in 
living, occupation up to real old age and the 
most vigorous postponement of retirement. In 
general the duration of human life and men- 
tality is independent of the following factors : 
Living in the country or the city, care and past 
illnesses, prosperity or poverty. If anything, 
luxury harms and poverty preserves. As re- 
gards the condition of the body, the preserva- 
tion of sight and physical activity arc of the 
greatest importance. Their loss shortens life 
because it makes work impossible. — Boston 
Transcript Editorial. 



M. CAMILLE SAINT-SAENS 

M. Camille Saint-Saens, whose, opera, 
"Samson and Delilah," has been produced so 
successfully at Covcnt Garden, has been un- 
questionably the foremost musician in France 
since the death of Gounod. Like so many 
other musicians, lie began to play the piano 
when quite a child, and was only 17 when he 
composed his first symphony. He was a friend 
of Wagner, Liszt, and Gounod, and apropos of 
his first meeting with Wagner, an interesting 
story is told. Saint-Saens was sent to the 
house of the great German with a letter of in- 
troduction from a friend. On being shown 
into an ante-room to wait the arrival of his 
host, he saw a part of the M.S. score of one 
of Wagner's operas lying on the piano. Sit- 
ting down at the instrument, Saint-Saens be- 
gan to play the music, and so masterly was his 
rendering that Wagner, who was 111 the next 
room, rushed in and joyfully embraced him. M. 
Saint-Saens is still as brilliant a pianist as he 
is a composer, and a critic has paid him the 
following glowing tribute: "It was almost as 
interesting to sec him play as to hear him — 
, to see his beautiful hands interlocking and 
moving over the keyboard with incomparable 
case and grace, controlled by a splendid head 
that betrays both the Frenchman and the man 
of genius unmistakably. 

Once, when he was in Chicago, he had an 
interesting chat with a barber in that city, in 
(tlie course of which he happened to ask him if 
he had ever heard a certain world-famed pian- 
ist. "No, sir," answered the barber with great 
decision. "These pianists never patronize mc, 
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and so I' never patronize them!" The genial 
composer loves to tell this story as. an illustra- 
tion of the highly-developed business instinct 
of the American people. But the 'cute bar- 
ber may yet live to reconsider his position, for 
the long-haired virtuoso appears, happily, to 
be growing scarcer.

THE FIRST WOMAN VIOLINIST; 
MARIE HALL 

Since the retirement of Lady Halle, Miss 
Marie Hall has occupied' the enviable posi- 
tion of the first woman violinist in England 
— probably in the world. She has toured ex- 
tensively in both hemispheres, and few girls 
have achieved greater popularity. At the 
request of the editor of the Girl's Own Paper, 
she has made time in the midst of a very busy 
season to write some practical suggestions for 
those readers who are studying the violin. 

"In the first place," she says, "it is of 
course, necessary to obtain a good violin, and 
this does not necessarily mean that it need be 
a very expensive one, as it is quite possible to 
obtain decent instruments at reasonable prices 
if one goes to a reliable violin dealer, such as 
Hart and Son, for instance, of Wardour Street. 
A Sensitive Instrument. 

"The bow must- be re-haired fairly often. 
This is an important point.'which is quite over- 
looked by- a very large number of players, 
many of whom go on using a bow for years 
without ever thinking of having it re-haired. 
Another point in connection with the bow is 
that it should be unscrewed and the stick dust-

cd every time it is put away, as, unless this is 
done, the bow becomes warped. The bridge 
must be made of the right kind of wood, which 
should be soft and rather old, and the instru- 
ment should always be kept in a warm place, 
neither damp nor yet too dry. That it should 
always be kept well dusted goes without say- 
ing, and rosin should be kept away from it, 
because this substance destroys tone. 

"The student ought never to forget that 
the violin is an extremely sensitive instrument, 
needing the most careful treatment, and that 
the slightest little thing may easily throw it 
out of tone. ' 

"We will now consider a subject to which 
very little attention is devoted — I mean the 
ait of bowing. How it comes about that 
teachers do not pay more attention to this I 
cannot imagine, but the fact remains that one 
often sees young players, who arc supposed 
to have been taught, using their bows in a 
jvay that makes it quite impossible for them 
ever to hope to obtain anything like good tone 
from their violins. 

"In order to master good bowing, the pu- 
pil should be taught, amongst other things, a 
proper use of the muscles, none of which 
should be screwed up or contracted in any 
way. 

"Having attained the requisite flexibility 
of wrist and muscle, the young musician will 
do well to pay particular attention to the con- 
dition of the bow itself. And here is the first 
great thing to be remembered, namely, 
that the bow must never, on any 
account, be screwed up too tight, because 
tight hair means a hard tone. It should be 
screwed up so that with a fair amount of pres- 
sure, the hair nearly touches the stick of the 
bow, hut no tighter. Treated in this way, the 
bow becomes a fairy wand capable of draw- 
ing a full, .sweet, and sympathetic tone from 
the strings over which it travels, for loose hair 
means a full tone. 

Influence of Music. 

"In conclusion I would point out the enor- 



mous influence for good which music . pos- 
sesses. In order to enable them to exercise 
that influence in the highest degrees, violin- 
ists, apart from studying all branches of 
music, and, indeed, all branches of art gener- 
ally, should make a point of becoming famil- 
iar with all that is best in literature, and, keep- 
ing before them the clean side of life, should 
endeavor to inspire their hearers with the 
brightest, the best, the noblest, and the purest 
thoughts." 

THE DETHRONED SULTAN 

Lonely, despised, forsaken, grown more 
pitifully suspicious with his advancing years, 
Abdul Hamid is living out the remainder of 
his life at Salonica. Perhaps there is no sad- 
der picture in the world than that of a de- 
throned ruler, who knows that he has left 
nothing but hatred as a heritage to his people, 
and whose death will cause little or no sorrow, 
and probably much rejoicing. 

Whatever crimes he may have been guilty 
of, however bad his rule may have been, when 
we read of the miserable childhood of Abdul 
Hamid, there is no wonder in our minds that 
he developed a character that was most de- 
spicable. 

From his earliest years he was brought up 
as a spy. It was his mission to exercise a sys- 
tem of espionage over the palace, to find out 
the secrets of the women of the harem, to spy 
upon the servants ; even the actions of his own 
brother and sister were not free from his pry- 
ing eyes. And in turn he was always aware 
that he, too, was being spied upon, and it kept 
him slyly and perpetually, on the alert, and 
taught him to cloak whatever his real feelings 
were under a cloak of humble civility. There 
could be no position less conducive to the 
proper moral development of a child. We are 
told that his manners now, and ever since he 
grew up, have been humble in the extreme. 
He converses with his eyes lowered and sel- 
dom makes an unqualified statement. The 
habits of his youth have clung to him; he can- 
not outgrow his old habit of suspecting every- 
one to be a spy upon him, ready to catch him 
up at a chance word, anxious, on the slightest 
pretext, to work him an injury. When he was 
at the height of his power, he seldom enjoyed 
a peaceful hour. We have heard that no one 
ever knew in what room he Avas to sleep, so 
great was his fear of assassination; and all 
through the night the guards marched around 
the palace, while at the gate was stationed a 
sentinel, who chanted loudly at intervals 
verses from the Koran to comfort the mind 
of the poor, distracted monarch, who some- 
where within the great palace vainly sought 
repose. 

Lying, deceit and treachery were early in- 
stilled into his mind. Recognizing the im- 
portance of winning his favor, the inmates of 
the seraglio made him their confidant, and he 
was expected to listen to the most revolting- 
stories. Unscrupulous habitues of the court 
used him to further their ends. He knew 
nothing of the joys of childhood, little or noth- 
ing of those qualities which go to make a man 
worthy of the name. Little wonder he made 
the miserable creature he became. Little won- 
der that his last clays are so full of bitterness 
and useless regret. 



THE WATER-FINDER 

We very often hear of the divining rod, by 
which people are supposed to be able to locate 
subterranean waters, but the merit, if there 
is any, is said to be contained within the rod 
itself. The following remarkable statement 
by the Rev. H. Mason of Aukland shows that 
this wonderful power may be possessed by the 
individual without any aid from a willow twig: 

"I do not claim any supernatural powers," 
said Mr. Mason, "simply that there is some- 
thing in my constitution that renders mc a 
non-conductor of the force that "radiates from 
subterranean water. Experiments have proved 
that I am not a conductor of this force. There 
are, as you know, emanations from radium. I 
deduce, therefore, that , there are amanations 
from other metals, and, if so, then why not 
from water? It is an accepted fact in the 
scientific world that there is an internal fric- 
tion in water which generates a force that 
radiates upwards through all obstructions to 
the surface. When I enter this sphere of radi- 
ation the force enters my body, and, not being- 
able to obtain egress, agitates it. I can tell by 
the violence of the agitation wdiether there is 
a good flow or not. I first feel a neuralgic 
pain, and then my arms begin to shake." 

The pressman was then favored with a 
demonstration, which he thus describes : Mr. 
Mason started to walk along his garden path, 
throwing out his arms to cither side, his hand 
pointing downwards at an angle from his body. 
Presented he stopped. "I feel the pain now," 
he said. "That means that I am entering the 
sphere. Now watch." He took a step forward 
slowly. His arms began to shake as though 
smitten with a palsy. Another step forward, 
and they shook violently to. and fro. A third 
step, and the agitation of the arms became ter- 
rific, and they were thrown to his hips as 
though a fierce electric shock had been im- 
parted to them. Even the muscles of Mr. 
Mason's face and neck, quivered, and as. he 
sprang forward out of the area of radiation he 
was panting as though he had just breasted the 
tape after a 50 yards' sprint. He then walked 
across the same place on the path, his arms ex- 
tended. Nothing abnormal happened this 
time, whereat the pressman asked if the agita- 
tion onhy; took place when he extended his 



arms as described. "Fortunately, yes," re- 
plied Mr. Mason, who has a keen sense of 
humor, "otherwise I should never be able to 
go out at all." Breaking a longish twig from 
a tree, he then demonstrated his power with 
the rod. Palms upward, he grasped the arched 
twig tightly, and passed over the same spot. 
Immediately the twig bent outwards and 
down, rising again as he passed out of the 
sphere of influence. "Uncanny, isn't it?" he re- 
marked. "Now watch again." With that he 
walked a few paces forward on the path, still 
grasping the twig as before. Suddenly the 
same thing happened, the twig bending and 
rising again as he walked. "That shows the 
unreliability of the rod for finding water," 
remarked the demonstrator. "There is none 
beneath," indicating the second place. He put 
aside the twig, and extended his arms. There 
was no agitation. The rod had bent over at 
both places, but there was only water below 
the first. In a further experiment, Mr. Mason 
again took the rod, and with its aid followed 
the winding course of the stream located at the 
first spot across his garden. As regards the 
rod bending at the second spot, there being no 
water there, the rev. gentleman could not ex- 
plain the phenomnon. Possibly it might in- 
dicate precious metals. This theory is inter- 
esting, and might be well worth following up. 
It may be, for instances, that Mr. Mason's 
powers with the rod would prove invaluable 
in tracing the course of gold reefs. Opposite 
to the vicarage gate the water-diviner pointed 
out a scries of volcanic cones, at the base of 
one of which was a pump, bringing water up 
at the first place he ever located. In three 
different situations beneath these cones, he 
said, he had located large reservoirs of water, 
with many streams radiating from them. This 
he looked upon as the proper water supply for 
the Otahuhu road board. A more important 
statement followed, especially in view of the 
Remuera road board's recent decision to enlist 
his help. "There are," Mr. Mason declared, 
"always huge reservoirs under these volcanic 
canes. Mount Wellington has la potential 
water supply beneath it in enormous reser- 
voirs, that should be availed of for greater 
Auckland. "I located water for the Domain 
board there, and my experiments led into the 
crater there. The agitation I got was so se- 
vere that I could only stay in it a moment. If 
a . bore were sunk right in the centre of the 
crater, and the latter concreted to form a non- 
porous basin, I am certain we could have a 
huge storage reservoir fed from below by hun- 
dreds of streams, the source of which would be 
tapped by the central bore." Mr. Mason added 
that he found the calls upon his peculiar pow- 
ers so embarrassing that he was anxious to 
find someone to share the burden with him. 
He had tested hundreds. Flis youngest boy 
(11 years old) had the power stronger than 
himself. The- 'Rev. C. W. Scott Moncrief, war- 
den of St. John's College, also possesed the 
power, but with the rod only. He thought 
he had discovered the power also in a Man- 
gere lady. His theory was, however, that 
many others- than himself must have it with- 
out knowing it.

BEECHAM'S OPERA ENDOWMENT ■ 

The Englishman who has promised $1,500,- 
000 for the endowment of English national 
opera is Joseph Bcecham, of "Beecham's 
Pills" fame. Pic ,is the father of Thomas 
Beecham, who will bring his New Symphony 
Orchestra over to America next season. 

The Beecham family are among the most 
distinguished patrons of the arts. Joseph 
Beecham, who inherited the famous "Beecham 
Pill" factories from his father, is the owner 
of a large and valuable collection of pictures. 
He also shows the keenest interest in musical 
affairs, and is a very able organist. His dis- 
tinguished son, Thomas, has identified him- 
self closely with London musical life as a con- 
ductor of great ability and founder of the or- 
chestra that bears his name, the same which 
comes to America next spring for a five weeks' 
tour. 

During his work in London he has shown 
the greatest interest in the new school of 
English composers, and has introduced much 
of their best work to the London public. One 
of the interesting features of the. American 
tour will be the introduction of the work of 
Frederick Delius, the most-talkcd-of English 
composer today. 



CARUSO'S RECOVERY. 

It had been reported that Caruso's recent 
absence from the stage was an enforced one 
owing to the breakdown of his voice. Music 
lovers will be glad to know that he has re r 
turned and is singing again with all his old 
success. His first appearance was made at 
Ostend, Belgium, the first of the month, and 
a critic thus describes the performance. 

"Although not quite of. the freshness and 
purity that characterized it when he was first 
heard in New York six years ago, his voice was 
still beautiful and lovely, there was far more 
sweetness in its quality than was contained in 
it last spring, and his control was admirable. 
He was received with the great applause that 
the occasion merited. A tremendous roar of 
acclamation from, the audience of 10,000 
brooked no opposition to encores, and Caruso 
sang the noted aria from 'Bohcme," which was 
followed by the ever popular Rida Pagliacci 
from the opera of the latter name. Whoever 
might have remained skeptical could then no 
longer doubt the presence of the 'greatest 
living tenor.' "

to our shores. In fact it is at this time that 
the critic and the criticised often change 
places, as the artistic angler who catches his 
fish at other seasons with the aid of skill and 
knowledge born of an experience without 
which the tyro could not hope to equal his 
results is apt to be contemptuous in his turn 
of the easy mark which he considers the cohoe 
caught with a spoon in salt water to be. lie 
this as it may the cohoes afford splendid sport 
to great numbers of enthusiastic men. women 
and children, and, when fished for with line 
tackle, ;sport which even the past master in 
the angling craft has no call to despise. 

There is more than one mystery attached to 
the Pacific salmon, many an article has been 
written about them and many a theory pro- 
pounded to account for their dying in thou- 
sands after running up the streams to spawn ; 
the reason for the big run every fourth year 
seems to be no clearer than before; but there 
is another fact concerning their annual ap- 
pearance which seems to he just as mysterious 
to the reflective mind and that is the regular 
order of the appearance of the different 
species which follow eacli other in regular 
sequence. First comes the winter run of 
"springs," followed in some places by an early 
spring run of small-sized cohoes. Then for a 
month or so there are no salmon to be caught 
except a few odd "springs." 

In mid-summer, after a second run or 
springs, the sockcyes make their appearance, 
almost toothless fish, whose habits of feeding 
appear to be quite different from those of the 
other salmon species as they do not take a 
bait. The appearance of these fish running 
in their millions is often the signal for many an 
enthusiast who wishes to miss nothing of the 
season's sport to get out in his boat and start 
to troll for the cohoes, which arc not yet 
here; he may perhaps catch an odd spring or 
even a cohoe which has arrived as a forerun- 
ner of the main body. This is the time when 
many a newcomer gels disgusted. He has 
heard of the fine fun to be had trolling when 
the salmon arc running, he goes out full of 
excitement of expectancy and finds it hard to 
understand why, although lie has seen num- 
bers of salmon jumping in the waters all round 
him, he is unable to hook any. The explana- 
tion is simple, the fish are sockcyes, and the 
cohoes arc not due until the sockeye run is 
virtually at an end. 

The commercial fishermen and the can- 
ners know this sequence in the run of the 
different species to be a law adhered to every 
season without an exception and make their 
plans accordingly. They know within a day 
or two when to expect the big summer run of 
springs, if the sockcyes do not put in an ap- 
pearance, within a day or two of a certain date 
in July they begin to be anxious ; as soon as 
the humpbacks appear (every other year only) 
they realize that the sockeye run is drawing to 
a rapid "close, after the sockcyes the most 
valued sort to them because of their high color 
and the high percentage of oil in their make- 
upi and the cohoes, which formerly used to be 
unmolested by them, have all finished running 
they may turn their attention to the clog sal- 
mon, which, while of no value to them for 
canning purposes, find a ready market when 
cured in the Orient. 

As regular as seed-time and harvest is 
the run of the salmon, and just as different 
crops are ripe for the harvest at different 
times of year, so it is with the different 
species of salmon, which arc ripe for spawning 
at different times, and therefore make their run 
from their unknown ocean habitats to the 
fresh water streams of our coast in a perfectly 
regular rotation. 

That Unfortunate Goat 

It certainly was most regrettable that a dis- 
tinguished member of the Governor-General's 
party made the slip of breaking the game laws 
of the province by shooting a mountain goat 
out of season. Done, of course, in ignorance 
of the law it was none the less impossible for 
the offence to be passed over. It was an un- 
pleasant task for the game warden to have 
to perform but it was performed in a tactful 
manner without hesitation by Mr. Bryan Wil- 
liams on his own initiative. The distinguished 
delinquent regretted his transgression com- 
mitted through ignorance of the law and paid 
up like a good sportsman without a word of 
complaint or criticism.

Prospects for the First 

Though the breeding season was cold and 
late this year the birds appear to have been 
making up for lost, time well and the blue 
grouse are reported from man)' districts to he 
strong and fairly numerous, so that, if the. 
present dry weather continues through this 



month., there seems every reason to antici- 
pate some good sport with these birds. Pheas- 
ants, quail and grouse arc all reported to be 
in good numbers in the best-known districts, 
while deer arc common as usual everywhere. 

In the Old Country the shooters have al- 
ready celco:ated the opening of the shooting 
season. Grouse shooting opened on the 12th 
of August, a date looked forward to keenly by 
all sorts of professional men after the hot 
months in town, while the first of September 
saw the first shots of the season fired at the 
little brown birds, the English partridges, the 
best of all the game birds for either gun or 
table.

ing boxes we include sporting outfits, am- 
munition, hire and purchase of dogs, travel- 
ing expenses, keepers' and servants' wages, 
tips, provisions, and the hundred and one 
other little items of expenditure that the 
sporting-man is called upon to bear. 

But this is all as it should be,; and the good 
sportsman who goes •northward for the open- 
ing of the shooting season never: grumbles at 
the expense. ' He wants sport and is prepared 
to pay for it, grumbling only when' the Fates 
decree that he shall be disappointed. This 
year', to all appearances, there is to be no par- 
ticular cause for complaint. It is riot' to be a 
record season, but in most places the num- 
ber of birds seems to be well up to the average 
and their condition on the whole is good. 

There are many reasons, of course, why 
grouse shooting is such a popular amusement. 
No kind'of sport enjoyed in these- islands is 
carried out' amid more delightful surroundings 
or at a. more pleasant season of the year, while 
another charm that grouse shooting possesses 
is to be. found in the fact that it is the most 
natural of all sports with the gun. The birds 
are bred naturally without man's aid or iriter- 



tiscd in Scotland, where' conditions, are gen- 
erally more suitable to it than on the English 
moors. Sometimes grouse are driven as a mat- 
ter of necessity, at . other times for choice. 
Hut it matters little from the sporting point of 
view which - system of grouse-shooting is 
adopted. Botli provide excellent sport, though 
when it comes to a question of marksmanship 
it is the driven grouse that takes most killing. 
The man who can perform creditably in this 
department of game-shooting is entitled to 
take his place in the first-rank of game shoot- 
ers, for to kill driven birds neatly and in rapid 
succession requires infinitely more nerve and 
quickness of eye, mind, , and body than is re- 
quired when they are walked up. — The Sphere.

BLACKGAME SHOOTING WITH RIFLE 

The season for grouse was- nearly over— to 
be exact it had one day to run — and old John, 
the keeper, was at his wits' end over orders 
received two days previously to send up five 
or six brace of grouse if lie could get them. 
Would I come and give him a hand? This 
suited me very well, and after a pipe and a 
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once in a lifetime, and one cannot help won- 
dering how the railway officials and their 
assistants manage eventually to sort out the 
passengers and their belongings — children, 
servants, dogs, gun cases, portmanteaux, and 
everything else — so that the whore arrives at 
its proper destination up to time. 

But everything is so well organized now- 
aways that in spite of the seeming confusion 
all comes right in the end, and although every 
year somebody loses his ticket and somebody 
else worries himself all the way to Edinburgh 
or Glasgow as to whether his luggage is in 
the van or left behind very few misfortunes 
occur, and all is ready for business on the 
fateful, morn ing. 

Meanwhile "the bonny brown bird" — for 
the grouse is really more brown than red in 
spite of the latter distinctive epithet — remains 
blissfully ignorant of all the busy preparations 
that are being made on its account, and basks 
contentedly in the August sunshine among the 
purpling heather. It has no idea what a vastly 
important personage it has become in these 
days or what enormous sums oi money are 
spent each season in bringing it to bag. 

Who. indeed, shall estimate the cost of 
grouse-shooting at the present day? Such a 
thing has often been attempted, and if we say 
that by the lime it is safely in the bag each 
grouse has cost somebody al least half a 
golden sovereign that is probably a moderate 
rather than an extravagant calculation. The 
aggregate sum spent each year on grouse- 
shooting must run a very long way into six 
figures it besides the rent of moors and shoot- 




fcreucc and arc shot in a country that is al- 
most entirely free from the evidence of human 
existence. From start to finish fewer artificial 
contrivances enter into grouse shooting than 
arc to be found in most other kinds of shoot- 
ing in this country As a health-giving pastime 
grouse shooting probably stands first among 
sports of the field and happy is the man who 
can leave the heat and dust of the city behind 
him and spend his summer holiday, .gun in 
hand, tramping over the virgin soil of the 
Highlands and breathing at every step the 
best tonic in all the world. 

Many and great changes have come over 
grouse shooting in recent years, the principal 
of which is the substitution of "driving" in 
place of shooting one's birds over dogs. The 
latter method, however; is still largely prac- 



"crack" — always enjoyable with old retainers 
— it was agreed that I should find my way up 
to the top early in the morning, and that old 
John should turn out after breakfast and per- 
ambulate the low ground round the hill till 
further orders, or till darkness supervened. 

Five o'clock next morning, after putting 
some provender in the bag. and a handful of 
cartridges in my pocket. 1 •"turned out into the 
keen starlit air of a frosty morning. Instead 
of carrying a gun, however, I took my heavy- 
barrelled .25 rifle. I had often thought that a 
rifle would be the thing with which to tackle 
wild grouse and blaclcgamc m December, but 
until now the opportunity of putting such an 
unorthodox notion into practivc had not arisen. 
Zulu, my trusty companion on many a queer 
expedition, after a sniff at the rifle and game 
bag, dropped quietly behind into his accus- 
tomed place. Half a mile along the road we 
turned up the wagon road along the bottom of 
a big mixed plantation which clothes the steep 
hillside, above which the moor proper begins. 
Sundry rabbits sitting in the track or crossing 
in front might have been put into the bag had 
1 been carrying a gun, but the light was hardly 
good enough for a rifle, so 1 forebore to shoot, 
an omission which made the old dog look 
quietly at me as each bunny hopped out of 
sight.' 

.After stretching for about a mile, the big 
wood ends at the foot of a ghyll, the steep 
sides of which arc clothed with heather, brack- 
en, and birch scrub, with here and there 
smooth glades of rabbit-bitten turf and higher 
clumps of birch and Scotch fir. A trouty lit- 
tle beck with brawls down the bottom among 



TEA AND NOISETTE ROSES FOR 
FENCES 

I have been asked to give a small selection 
of the most beautiful and satisfactory Tea 
Roses to grow on a fence, but without the 
vigor of such sons as the Garland, which run 
riot over the fence and have no respect for 
their neighbors. The following may be t rust - 
ed to flower with great freedom, and. though 
not uncomfortably strong in growth, are vig- 
orous. 

.Marie van f-Ioutte. — This is one of the 
most popular -of all Tea Roses; its flowers 
are of remarkable beauty, large without a ves- 
tige of cotfrseiiess, and creamy white with a 
narrow edge of the faintest rose, this distinct 
margin deepening in hue towards the autumn. 
1 remember a plantihgof it in a border in a 
beautiful garden by the Thames side; the 
place seemed to agree with this queenly flow- 
er, and never since have ! seen such -flowers 
for color, fragrance and size. [t is one 
of those Roses to fill bowls in the house, and 
lor this purpose I greatly esteem it. 

William Allen Richardson requires no de- 
scription. A note sent to me some time ago 
is interesting. It: is as follows: "A west 
fence would probably suit this best. It is a 
rose of remarkable coloring, rich orange yel- 
low, also notorious for the Way in which some 
of its blossoms appear nearly white. To avoid 
the latter give it good feeding; for instance, 
two gallons each week- after buds are seen 
of weak liquid manure made from cow-manure 
and soot. Thin out the old wood after flow- 



ering is over in autumn, and in the spring 
only shorten the laterals, also well spread out 
the growths on the fence." 

Madame Abel C'bateuay. — There is prob- 
ably no finer rose 111 the garden than this ex- 
quisite French-raised hybrid. On my grav- 
elly soil and :>. windswept hilltop the plants 
make a sturdy, leafy growth, although the 
past winter and spring have proved trying to 
those in the more exposed portions. The form 
and color of the flowers when once seen may 
be easily recognized, the centre of the pointed 
somewhat twisted petals deep salmon rose, 
which become fuller towards the margin. One 
great virtue of this rose is its value for cul- 
ling, the long stems crowned with their glo- 
rious blossoms adapting themselves for tall 
vases such as the "Munslead." It may also be 
grown as a bush, and a hint that may be ac- 
ceptable is to lie over some of the long 
.growths, securing them to pegs fastened in 
the ground, and thus induce a greater wealth 
of flowers. 

Madame Lambard. — A tea rose of much 
beauty, but not so frequently seen in gardens 
as a few .years ago. It should riot, however, 
disappear; the growth is strong, and the sal- 
mon pink, sometimes red, coloring of the flow- 
ers is unusual, while the buds are charming. 

Gustave Regis. — A lovely rose for a fence, 
and one of the first that should be chosen for 
the purpose. It is what many call "thin in 
the petal"; but the grace of the flower and the 
beauty of its buds win the hearts of all who 
grow so sweet a fence plant. It has the" merit 
also of maintaining a display for weeks; the 
color is canary yellow, and as the finest 
blooms are produced on the young wood, old 



growths must be vigorously removed to give 
place to the fresh shoots. 

Madame Uostc. — This is generally recom- 
mended as a good rose for a fence, but with 
me il is the dwarfest of the dwarfs. M is a 
trtie tea. clear yellow in color, and is described 
by a well-known rosarian as, in gardens suit- 
able to its nature, "a grand rose of free growth 
and very florifcrous." 

Reinc Olga de Wurtemburg is one of the 
brightest and freest of all roses for a fence; 
it gives a color that creates a change from the 
while and pink forms. The flowers are almost 
double, without any regularity of form — just a 
bunch of petals — and the color is a warm scar- 
let. It is planted on my fence next to the 
beautiful. 

Macranlha, which may be compared to the 
large form of the hedge rose ; it is smothered 
with its flowers throughput the summer, and 
a few days ago was worth, to the rose en- 
thusiast, a long journey to. sec. The color of 
the bloom is pinky white, intensified slightly 
by the bunch of golden stamens in the centre. 

These are a few of the roses that from ex- 
perience have proved an entire success, and, 
with one or two exceptions, the)' are uncom- 
mon.

the alders has yielded me many a dish of 
plump little fish of neglected education, who 
arc always offerers, even in weather which 
makes their bigger relations in the river prac- 
tically uncatchable. Altogether, Johnnie's 
Ghyll is about as pleasant a place for a ramble 
as a man could wish to find, be he sportsman 
or naturalist. 'The light being now fairly good, 
1 began to keep my eyes open for blackgame, 
for which the ghyll is a sure find, especially at 
this time of year (December), when they come 
to feed on the young catkins of the birch and 
alder. Presently I saw a bachelor party of 
four or five old cocks about 150 yards ahead, 
on a low birch at the top of the bank. The 
dog hardly needed a sign to drop. The bed 
of a small runner and a thicket of briars took 
me to a big rock about sixty yards from the 
birds. The outside one now stretched his neck 
to inspect mc suspiciously, giving me a fine 
shot against the sky. The bullet took him just 
where I intended, in the "skipjack"' where 
neck and body join, and he toppled out of the 
tree without any of the alarming flurry made 
by a bird shot in the head or low in the body. 
The others, instead of promptly getting out of 
harm's way, did as game birds so often do 
•when under fire of a small bore in the hands 
of an unseen shooter, and sat craning their 
necks at their fallen mate until a second shot 
knocked the topmost from his perch, when the 
survivors departed in a good deal of haste. I 
beckoned the clog up, we gathered the slain, 
and I went on my way with the comfortable 
feeling of having made a good beginning, al- 
though my elation was slightly tempered by 
missing an easy rabbit ambling across a glade 
about twenty yards off. 

Then I sighted a single blackcock sailing 
down from the moor. I at once took cover 
behind the trunk of a big birch close at hand, 
and he settled noisily right over my head, 
"stern on." A bird in this position may be 
killed dead without spoiling him very much, 
though it may make him look rather dishev- 
elled, by a bullet under the tail which will 
come out somewhere in his back; but one 
must be careful not to hold low, or very likely 
his breast will be made into mincemeat. This 
bird, however, spotted the dog, and while 
looking at him gave me a chance at his head, 
and come down like a huge black Catherine 
wheel almost on top of Zulu. Unfortunately 
for themselves, a couple of rabbits sat too long, 
and joined the birds in the bag before I came 
to the end of the ghyll. Here I hung the stuff 
in the middle of a big holly, and went quietly 
forward to the gate in the stone dyke which 
marks the edge of the moor. Looking oyer 
the wall, I found my caution well repaid by 
the sight of about fifty grouse dotted about 
the side of a rocky knowe enjoying the early 
morning sun. The first I saw were about 100 
yards off, but a closer inspection showed four 
or five watching me intently while crouched 
on some short heather only about thirty yards 
away. Very slowly I poked the rifle between 
the top stones, and was on the point of firing 
when a big hare came in sight, cantering leis- 
urely through the pack on the knowe. The 
birds took no notice of her, except one which 
lowered its head and made a little hop at the 
hare as she passed, just as a chicken does 
when the house cat trots past it. The hare 
avoided it with a playful buck. As she was 
not wanted particularly, and grouse were, I 
did not shoot her, but let her come on. When 
about fifteen yards from me she suddenly 
whipped round broadside on, sat for a few sec- 
onds, and then went off with that delightful 
canter, the smooth, easy. grace of which is only 
matched by that of a fox or greyhound. Little 
interludes like this make game shooting with 
a rifle delightful sport. Unseen, one has the 
opportunity of seeing. In ordinary shooting 
the game generally see you first, and there is 
little time for "naturalizing." The hare out 
of the way, I turned back to the grouse, one 
of .which had so far recovered its equanimity 
as to hop on to an anthill to have a better look 
at me. Its outstretched neck gave mc a target 
there was no excuse for missing. The rest — as 
I expected, some of them having spotted me — 
rose, and, picking up the main body on the 
way. disappeared over the crest. Zulu retrieved 
the bird, and. having hung it up with the 
other, J put up several lots of birds, all as wild 
as the proverbial hawk, before reaching the 
broken ground at the top, where I ensconced 
myself among some boulders on the ground 
which 1 knew the birds usually made for, and 
from which I also had a fairly comprehensive 
view of the moss where I expected the keeper 
to begin his stern chase. Grouse were calling 
on every side. A merlin whisked past mc, ami 
perched on alichcn-covcred rock seventy yards 
away. Through the glass he made a perfect 
picture as he preened his feathers in the sun — . 
a little bit of observation I did not mention to 
old John, who is no naturalist, and towards all 
the hawk tribe he is uncompromisingly hostile. 
1 was recalled to the business in hand by a 
double shot and a. puff of white smoke half a 
mile away, which announced that John and 
"t'ould ten" had opened fire, and almost im- 
mediately a long row of dark dots came twink- 
ling up the hill straight towards mc. The 
grouse — for grouse they were — settled out of 
sight below me, and an easy crawl among the 
rocks gave me three shots, one of which 1 
missed badly. Getting back to my "hide," I 
had quite a good time for the next two hours' 
There were always birds in sight; almost 
every lot flushed by the keeper made straight 
towards mc, and every now and then some 
pitched within shot, so that, there was no need 
to move from my place. To cut the story short, 
at the end of that time I gave old John a hol- 
loa, and gathered my birds — four and a half 
brace, and a grouse and three blackcock in the 
ghyll.

The value of the Queen Charlotte group • 
as a basis for hostile demonstrations against 
the coast is only secondary to that of Vancou- 
ver Island.

Esquimalt the Ideal Naval 
Station 

Among the requisites of a naval station 
axe : 

Accessibility from the open sea. 
Size and safety of the harbor. 
Facility of defence. 
Strategical position. 

Regarded from these points of view, I sub- 
mit that the harbor of Esquimalt on Vancou- 
ver Island is without a peer on the Pacific 
Coast of North America. Other harbors have 
their advantages, but I know of none that 
possess as main' as Esquimalt does. The ac- 
companying map shows the position of the 
.harbor in relation to the Strait of Juan de 
Fuca. which, as has been hereinbefore set on*-, 
is the greatest highway of commerce on the 
whole coast. On page 3 is a reproduction of 
the Admiralty Chart of the harbor. I shall 
deal with the several points above mentioned 
in detail. 

Accessibility From the Ocean 

On. page 2 under the sub-heading "A Con- 
tinental Gateway," reference is made to the 
Strait of Juan de Fuca, but some further facts 
relating to it may be mentioned here as bear- 
ing directly upon the suitability of Esquimalt 
for naval purposes. Instead of giving my own 
views I shall quote from statements made by 
others. The following is an extract from a 
letter written by Capt. James Cooper to the 
Governor-General dated February 6, 1877: 

'"The Pacilic Coast is not generally favored 
like the Atlantic Coast of this country by pos- 
sessing banks of soundings, the value of 
which to mariners requires no comment from 
me. Fortunate exceptions to this rule are the 
soundings off the West Coast of Vancouver 
Island, which render the approach to the 
Strait of Juan de Fuca at the south, and 
Goletas Channel at the north (where the 
facilities of lights and fog whistles should be 
erected), practicable at all times, even in thick 
and foggy weather. The soundings extend 
from the shore more or less to the extreme 
westerly extremity of the Island and about 
thirty miles to the westward of Cape Scott. 
The geographical features of the Straits of 
Juan de Fuca are most important to the cqiti- 
mercial interests of the northwest coast of 
America, carrying an average breadth of ten 
miles for fifty miles from their entrance at 
Cape P'iattery to Race Rocks, where in con- 
sequence of the American shore trending 
northward, the breadth is contracted two 
miles. From this point the Vancouver shore 
recedes in a northerly direction for nine miles 
towards Esquimalt, off which point the "Royal 
Roads" extend for three miles, offering to all 
vessels a splendid anchorage. From the Royal 
Roads sailing ceases and steaming begins." 
Capt. John Dcvereux wrote: "The mariner 
coming in from the Pacific has soundings to 
a distance of thirty miles offshore, and no- 
where else on the coast are such soundings 
available. In fact it is to the Straits of Juan 
de Fuca what the Banks of Newfoundland are 
to the Gulf of St. Lawrence, a safe and valua- 
ble guide to the mariner approaching the land 
in. thick weather, and by attending to the lead 
and using ordinary precautions, the navigator 
can. find his way into and through the Strait, 
as there is a deep water zone 100 fathoms, 
running eastward mid-channel, until Race 
Rocks are passed." Capt. Dcvereux then sug- 
gests certain appliances in aid of navigation 
which have since been provided, and'- adds 
that even without them "the mariner could 
steer mid-channel by the lead until the water 
shoaled eastward off Race Rocks, and thence 
in due course would lead in safety to Royal 
Roads, where mails and passengers' could be 
landed nigiii or day." A steamer might in fogs 
anchor a mile or so off the shore on the Van- 
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cliffs, sufficient to warn the mariner of his 
proximity to the shore." It is needless to add 
to this evidence, for it establishes beyond all 
question that Esquimalt Harbor is as accessi- 
ble from the ocean as could be desired. 
A Comparison 
I invite attention to the small map pub- 
lished on this page. From this it will appear 
that once Esquimalt and Victoria have been 
passed the region of intricate navigation be- 
gins. I am loth to make comparisons which 
may seem to reflect upon any other port, but 
bearing in mind the fact that, in the event of 
hostilities, a war vessel in need of repairs, or 
one seeking to replenish her stores, would 
naturally wish to get to a dock, the repair 
shops or the supply depot with the least possi- 
ble delay and without unnecessary risks, it 
seems as if it would be exceedingly unwise 
policy so to locate a great dry dock, navy yard 
and shipbuilding plant, that a ship, after com- 
ing as far in from the. sea as the safeand com- 
modious harbor of Esquimalt, might, and very 
probably would in the majority of cases, have 
to wait for a favorable tide or for the fog to 
clear up before she could go on her way to 
the point where dockage and other facilities 
would be available. The nearest mainland 
point, where these facilities could be provided 
is nearly eight)' miles from Esquimalt, and 
the course lies through narrow and in some 
places tortuous channels. In point of accessi- 
bility from the sea, llie Harbor of Esquimalt 
is unsurpassed by any on the Pacfiic Coast, 
and equalled by very few. 

The Size of the Harbor 

Excluding the Royal Roads, and measuring 
from a line drawn across its entrance from 
Duntze Head to Fisguard Light is two miles 
length ; its greatest breadth, from the head of 
Constance Cove to Yew Point -being one and 
a third miles. There is within the harbor and 
outside of the 30-foot line an area of about one 
square mile. The greatest depth is at the en- 
trance and is nowhere more than 60 feci. 
Therefore there is anchorage everywhere. By 
dredging the 30-foot area can be very consid- 
erably increased. This of course is the 
minimum depth. The harbor is very safe 
being so protected by land as to be absolutely 
guarded from all winds except one from due 
south, which is a wind of very rare occurrence, 
and even when one does blow its force is 
broken by the great sickle-like curve of the 
island shore. The approach is absolutely safe. 
The soundings are such that in the darkest 
night and without any other aid whatever, a 
vessel under steam could make the entrance 
in perfect safety. Laying a course from Race 
Rocks and keeping out of any water of less 
than 50 feet in depth a ship could enter the 
harbor without the slightest risk. 

Defence of the Harbor 

A group of pictures on this page shows the 
entrance to the harbor and the protecting 
forts at Black Rock in the east, and Rodd Hill 
on the west. Outside of a line joining these 
two points is the mine field. A better protcc- 



all the other appliances of a naval station 
within Esquimalt Harbor at points completely 
out of the range of hostile guns. The harbor 
can be easily defended from the landward 
side. An enemy could not possibly land artil- 
lery on the island coast and get it into a posi- 
tion where it would control the harbor, 'if the 
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Esqizimalt in respect to the facility and com- 
pleteness with which it can be defended. 
A Fort on the Strait 
\.t this stage mention may be made of the 
fact that in order for the' proper- defence of 
Southwestern British Columbia, and hence of 
the transcontinental railways which will have 
their termini there, the approach by 
way of the Strait should be de- 
fended. The width of the Strait t..st 
of the Race Rocks is such that a ship of 
war, keeping well out to sea would be out of 
the range of the guns at Esquimalt or at Fort 
Macaulay, and would be free to proceed on 
its way to Vancouver without interruption 
unless a fort w r ere erected at some point com- 
manding the passage. The map shows that 
there is more than one passage by which Van- 
cotiv cr can be reached after Race Rocks have 
been passed, and hence it seems as if the place 
to build a fort to defend the entrance to this 
great waterway is on the shore of Vancouver 
Island near the Race Rocks. A fort here, 
armed with modern guns would give the best 
prelection possible, and I submit should form 
a paTt of any plan of defence for the Pacific 
Coas-t of Canada. With such a fort, the ap- 
proach to Esquimalt, Victoria, Vancouver and 
New Westminster and the other cities now 
exist ing or hereafter to be built on the coast of 
Vanccniver Island and the lower Mainland, 
would be as safe from an enemy as human skill 
coulci make them. Without fiuch a fort the 
who! c region, except only Esquimalt, would 
he fr ee to the first hostile force which chose to 
attack it. 

.' Strategical Advantages 
The strategic ^advantages.'' (M Esquimalt 
seeiii very ,pb'yiptts-^v,lf;.'stailds ; like, a 'sentinel 
at; tli< gate^jf- what; is how a vjfcat 'highway of . 
trans portatioh, and is certain to become of far 
greater importance as : transcontinental high- 
ways are multiplied and the population and 
wealth of the country increase. To leave such 
a point undefended wouicl be extraordinary 
poliiryj and once it is admitted that Esquimalt 
must he rendered safe from capture by an en- 
emy, the case for the establishment of the 
Nava-1 Station is established by the reasons 
above set out. In the first portion of this 
articl c the position of Vancouver relatively 
to the western frontier of Canada has been re- 
ferred to, and it follows from What is there 
set out that possession of the Island means 
the control of Western Canada. We must 
look a little ahead if we would appreciate the 
full significance of this statement. The Isl- 
and, owing to the facility with which it can 
he reached from the continental shore, con- 
nection by a scries of bridges being quite 
feasible, although expensive, and the ferry'ng 
of ca is affording an easy and safe means of 
connection may properly be treated as 
'.hough it were a part of the Mainland. Al- 
though somewhat mountainous in places, the 
construction of a line of railway from end to 
end of the Island is perfectly feasible by more 
than one route, and not excessively expensive. 
I am satisfied that it is not unreasonable to 
say. that in order to appreciate the strategic 
importance of the Island, we must consider it 
as hrying at least one railway extending longi- 



smitti and the Saanich Peninsula to railway 
termini on the continental shore. It is clear, 
therefore, that' a policy of defence that fails 
to provide, as far as is humanly possible, for 
the adequate protection of this Island against 
attack would be one that would invite disaster. 
To dislodge a hostile force by operations car- 
ried on from the Mainland would be a matter 
of extreme difficulty. 
• • - Troops and Supplies 

I have laid stress upon the present and fu- 
ture connection of the Island with the Main- 
land, because objection has been taken to the 
location of the Naval Station at Esquimalt for 
the alleged reason that difficulties might be 
encountered in throwing troops and supplies 
into it because of ifs being on an island ; but 
the objection is groundless, and moreover it 
contemplates that, in the event of hostilities, 
the Island would be abandoned to the enemy, 
for surely if it would not be possible to send 
a force to the Island, wjiile it was in our hands 
and we had command of the approach from 
the sea by way of the Strait of Juan de Fuca, 
it would simply be preposterous to suppose 
that it could be retaken if once it passed into 
the possession of an enemy. On the other; 
hand, the Island, if occupied by a hostile force, 
would afford a base of operations against the 
Mainland along the whole length of the British 
Columbia coast. 

The British Columbia Coast Line 

Here an important geographical fact may 
be pointed out. From Cape Horn on the south 
to Prince of Wales Cape on the north, on the 
eastern shore of the Pacific Ocean, and from 
liast'.Gape in Siberia on the north to Singapore 
on.' tjic'^south, on' the western ' shore' of the 
ioceaiidh'/ all^ a distance "-.covering. .<iSj : .degrees 
of longitude,' the only 'partrof ' .th'e..c ; oast' be- 
longing' to ■ the British Empire-' is\ embraced 
within '.the, six degrees' of latitude constituting 
the western frontier of British Columbia, and 
of that six- degrees Vancouver Island forms 
one-half, and it to some degree dominates the 
remainder. Surely it is not necessary to say 
anything more to establish the contention 
that a plan of defence of the Pacific Coast of 
Canada, which does not provide for the de- 
fence of Vancouver Island, would be like the 
play of Hamlet with the part of the Prince of 
Denmark omitted, and as has already been 
said, once the necessity of providing for the 
adequate defence of Vancouver Island is ad- 
mitted, the case for the location of the Naval 
Station at Esquimalt is proved. 

Defences at Other Points 

I would not presume to outline a plan "of 
defence for the whole of this" Imperial Fron- 
tier. It seems to me that no plan will be per- 
fect which does not take into account the posi- 
tion of the Queen Charlotte Islands, or leaves 
the great opening between the southernmost 
member of that group and the northern point 
of Vancouver' Island out of consideration. 
Whether it would be better to leave these un- 
provided with fortified ports df refuge and to 
fortify the immediate approach to Prince Ru- 
pert the terminus of the Grand Trunk Pacific, 
Railway, I do not profess to be able to say, 
and that aspect of the case is mentioned only 
to show that it has not been overlooked. But 
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land defence were in-.any way efficient. It- may 
be said without fear of successful contradic- 
tion that no port on the coast can be named 
which would for a moment be considered in 
connection with the establishment of a naval 
station, that can be at all compared with

To one who traces, from the outlet where 
the Millstone River flows into the placid 
waters of Nanaimo Bay, the meandering course 
of this boisterous stream and emerges by 
many a winding way into the broad reaches 
of the valley, the mind's eye finds in the beau- 
tiful vistas beyond a counterpart of the 
fabled- vale of Ida which is pictured, sojbeaiir 
tifuljy in the appended lines. Two.and.'a half 
miles from Nanaimo opens out this Millstone 
River Valley which in ever widening expanse 
extends thirteen miles in length from the out- 
skirts of Nanaimo to the head of Nanoose 
Bay. Although within such a short distance 
of Nanaimo, a city of 8,ooo inhabitants, it has 
been practically undeveloped, except at its 
southern extremity. Here through the bot- 
tom land, the stream winds its way through 
fields heaving with plenty. Oh the eastern 
side, a low-lying ridge of hills throw up their 
verdure clad crest against the chilly blasts of 
the Gulf of Georgia. To the west, the bottom 
lands are crowned with up-land dales where 
fields of grain and orchards lie embosomed in 
groves o/ fir and pine. Higher and further 
back, the bench-lands, forest-clad, extend and 
erect themselves as bulwarks about the but- 
tresses of Mt. Benson, which lifts its twin 
peaks to the golden portals of the setting sun. 

There is no more stable foundation for the 
prosperity of a country than that found in 
the resources of its arable land and it is in such 
valleys as the above described Millstone River 
Valley that is hidden the wealth that will 
make the future of Vancouver Island great. 
For many years, owing to" the absence of an 
agricultural class and lack of progressive de- 
velopment and enterprise, the wealth of such 
rich land has lain dormant although possessing 
such great commercial and natural advantages. 
1 laving long passed through the rugged days 
of pioneer life, there has yet hung about it 
the vague, enticing glamour of antiquity and 
an indescribable touch of the Arcadian. For 
many years it has lain in a condition such as 
some poet has called 

"* * * Two worlds, one dead, 
The other powerless to be born." 
However it has now emerged from that 
peaceful condition which heralds the dawn of 
rapid development and enterprise. It is as 
one writer has put it, rapidly entering into the 
throes of being "discovered." The general in- 
dustrial expansion which is being felt through- 
out Vancouver Island, has in no small degree 
attracted attention to the farming possibilities 
of the Island in general and this district in 
particular. Taking into consideration the fact 
that a 50-acre Vancouver Island farm is the 
equal of a 200-acre farm in the middle west, 
price and productivity considered, and the fact 
that thousands of acres of land in this valley 
are still available, it can easily be seen that a 
marvellous future awaits this district. 

Heretofore, mixed farming has been the 
chief agricultural pursuit, but considerable at- 
tention is now being directed to dairying, and 
fruit and poultry raising. The soil of the 
valley is suitable for nearly all phases of agri- 
cultural life. In the bottom-lands, a deep, 
rich loam prevails, which produces grains and 
roots, it is believed, unsurpassed in any part 
of the world. In the higher reaches of the val- 
ley, which sweeps upward to the more heavily 
wooded bench lands, the soil becomes some- 
what lighter and loses its heavy nature — a 



valley: Potatoes, S to 10 tons per acre: hay, 3 
tons per acre; turnips and mangles, 35 tons 
per acre ; oats, 70 bushels per acre ; oat hay, 
2]/' 2 tons per acre. 

Furthermore, all agriculture is carried on 
without the aid or trouble of irrigation, though 
if that were desired, ample supply could be 



fruit which is second to none in British Co- 
lumbia. Inspector Wilson, in comparing the 
land here with the: famous Okanagan, stated 
that "equally good if not better fruit can be 
grown in the district around Nanaimo." 

For fruit raising, as well as other classes of 
agriculture, the climate is par excellence. Here 
one enjoys the most equable climate on Van- 
couver Island, the rainfall being 33 inches per 
annum, just half that of Vancouver. Snow is 
the exception rather than the rule, and then 
falling but to disappear rapidly. The mercury 
rarely drops below freezing point. In sum- 
mer the heat is never excessive although the 
land is bathed in sunshine from the first of 
April to the middle of October. CradUd in 
such a balmy air, it is little surprising that the 
most tender fruits such as strawberries, pears, 
peaches, apricots, grapes; melons and tomatoes 
can be raised in profusion. 

The other avenues for profitable industry 
lie open in dairying and poultry-raising. In 
Nanaimo a poultry society exists which holds 
a high class show every year and there are 
several prize-stocked ranches in the valley, 
for dairying there arc all the advantages 
which could be desired. There is an unlimited 
range, while in Nanaimo is situated the Na- 
naimo Creamery which is controlled by the 
Farmers' Association. Despite its consider- 
able output, it cannot nearly supply the local 
demand, the price of butter ranging from 35 
to 45 cents per pound.

ural beauties, look forward with confidence to 
the time when Millstone River Valley will not 
only be an agricultural suburb of Nanaimo, 
but an industrial centre as well.

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Esquimalt the Ideal Naval 
Station

chips under ample protection, is the fundamen- 
tal part of any plan of efficient defence. 
The Station as It Is 
The British Admiralty long ago recognized 
the strategic advantage of Esquimalt, and the 
fact that the officers of that department, hav- 
ing the whole coast to select from and being ab- 
solutely independent of any local considerations, 
chose Esquimalt as a naval station, is a power- 
ful argument in its favor. It is hardly neces- 
sary to do more than mention that there are 
now at Esquimalt a dry dock capable of ac- 
commodating cruisers of the second class, a 
Navy Yard with stone houses, offices and the 
like, fortifications guarding the entrance to the 
Harbor, and other appliances which cost a 
large sum of money, and would form the nu- 
cleus of a great Naval Station. The pictures 
accompanying this article serve to give a gen- 
eral idea of the establishment as it now exists. 
I do not claim that these things ought to form 
a controlling factor in the case, but I do claim 
that they arc too important to be wholly dis- 
regarded.

ENGLISH FASHIONS 

There was a day, and that not long since, 
when serges were the only materials utilized 
for yachting dresses. For practical purposes 
■these still remain supreme. But, given the

right after a joyless June and a worse July, 
the weather during the week should make it 
possible, and, from the point of view, of good 
dressing, obviously sensible, tn wear linens, 
tussores, shantungs, and foulards, which now 



collar of black and white striped satin makes 
a pleasing contrast to the blue of the tussore, 
while the skirt is perfectly plain and just short 
enough to clear the ground. 

Again, original ideas will be seen in the 
very cut of the coat*, although they retain the 
straight narrow effect we have come to asso- 
ciate with the Dircctoire period. For example, 
the revers frequently desert their normal posi- 
tion and are to be found much lower down — 
and are in fact, turned back from the bottom 
edge as in Georgian days and fastened by a 
soutached motif or an embroidered button. 

Waistcoats play a part in many of the 
tailor dresses now at Cowes, and they usually 
possess a pleasing note of contrasting color 
which adds much to the effect of the costume. 
Black satin or ottoman, plain or embroidered, 
are worn with costumes of serge or shantung 
in all shades of blue, pink, mauve, green or 
yellow. Narrow embroideries or galons edge 
these waistcoats, and in them arc introduced 
tiny touches of color suggested by that of the 
dress. Hands of toile de Jouy will also make 
an appearance on the more fanciful waistcoats, 
and it will be noticed that this brilliantly hueel 
material has a charm when worn beneath 
coats of white or almond green linen, or with 
certain shades of blue and mauve. 

But coats and skirls, convenient as they 
have always been and beautiful as they have 
rexently become, will not reign unrivalled at 
Cowes. P'or instance, Princess dresses will 
be seen in many a yacht. One which will 
doubtless be much admired is made of coarse 
linen in the radiant shade of rosc-du-bois. The 
short-waisted corsage simulates a bolero, hav- 
ing long revers opening over a- vest of tucked 
lawn, and it is finished with a falling collar 
of the same material tied with a black bow. 
The revers and sleeves arc decorated with 



beautiful Louis XVI. embroideries in linen 
thread, but the well-cut skirt is plain. Other 
dresses will display the justc-au-corps idea, 
while a style more picturesque and less severe 
expressed in such materials as batiste and lin- 
en, will be largely affected by girls and the 
younger women to whom mere prettiness 
always appeals. One such dress, suggesting 
all that is cool and comfortable and chosen to 
be worn in one of the large yachts, has the 
corsage arranged with simple fichu draper- 
ies tucked into a sash nf soft black silk tied 
with bows and long ends. The skirt is trim- 
med with one broad band of Persian embroid- 
ery, an idea of which is repeated on the wide 
collar and cuffs of,the bodice. The colors of 
these embroideries are again to be seen in the 
tassels and cords which fall from the collar in 
front. 

Such dresses as arc here desrihed are par- 
ticularly useful for those who are spending idle 
days partly afloat, partly on shore; but no 
serious yachtswoman is without a serge or 
burc. well cut and workmanlike, with small 
hat, toque, or cap in which to defy inclement 
weather. 

For overcoats and wraps, equally important 
for such a gathering as Cowes. "scouring" 
serge and cloth are the favored materials. 
There will be seen at least one delightful coat 
in cinnamon colored cloth, having a deep 
cape collar and being long in the skirt. Mauve 
and white buttons fasten it, and a touch of 
white and another nf black are cleverly in- 
troduced on the cuffs and collar. A second 
ordered for Cowes is nf white scouring with 
straps of buff-colored cloth holding in the wide 
coat cuffs and fastening back the revers.

THE STATE IDEA OF TEMPERANCE 

•How Children Are To Be Taught. 

The latest publication by the Board of 
Education is a- syllabus of lessons on tem- 
perance for children attending public ele- 
mentary schools. In a prefactory note 
Sir R. L. Morant, the permanent secretary, 
states that it is hoped that, in course of time, 
such instruction on the subject of temper- 
ance, in its restricted sense, as is suitable to 
public elementary schools will be given by 
the regular staff as part of the teaching of 
the elementary rules of personal health which 
should be included in the curriculum of every 
school. Article 2 (9) of the code for 1903 
indicates that such instruction should be 
given wherever possible, and hygiene (which, 
of course, comprehends instruction relating 
to alcoholic drinks) is now included as one of 
the regular subjects for two-year students in 
training colleges. At present, however, some 
schools have on their staff no teachers who 
have the special knowledges required for giv- 
ing teaching of this kind, and in order that 
the scholars may receive instructions in tem- 
perance, the services of special peripatetic 
teachers have been offered by various so- 
cieties and organizations, and have in many 
cases been accepted. These extraneous teach- 
ers, however competent they may be, have 
not always the particular qualifications re- 
quired by the code, nor the experience of the 
methods of teachinr; suitable, to scholars in 
public elementary schools, which are pos- 
sessed by the regular teachers on the staff of 
the schools. Further, th'e syllabuses of tem- 
perance lectures to he given by extraneous 
teachers which have been submitted for the 
Board's approval have been very various, and 
in some cases have not been specially de- 
signed for the instruction of the scholars,nor 



have they always been appropriate to that 
purpose. In these circumstances, the Board 
have come to the conclusion that the time 
has come for the issue of an official syllabus 
to which alL instruction in temperance 
(whether given by extraneous teachers or by ' 
teachers on the ordinary staff) should con- 
form in general character and to some extent 
in detail. The Board believe this course to 
be essential in order to provide security that 
the teaching given on this difficult matter 
shall be both accurate in its statement of facts 
and suitable in its manner of presentation to 
the scholars. 

It is suggested that' at least three lessons ' 
in the subject should be given to the chil- 
dren each year. Jt is, however, desirable to 
arrange, so far as may be possible, that if * 
any part of the instruction is given to children 
who are under ten years of age. it should be 
only that which is of the broadest and most 
general character. It may be taken that 
the statements of fact made both in the syl- 
labus and iif the notes have been carefully 
verified, and that the inferences drawn from 
the facts are supported by scientific opinion 
of high authority. It has been alleged that 
some of the temperance teaching given in the 
past, which was represented as scientific, has, 
in fact, fallen short of a scientific standard as 
regards accuracy in stating facts, caution in 
drawing inferences, or methods of instruc- 
tion. Indeed, in some cases it appears that 
attempts have been made to support the in- 
controvertible general arguments against the 
abuse of stimulants by suggesting that alco- 
hol inevitably and invariably has deleterious 
consequences when taken as a beverage in 
any conditions whatever. 1 The supposed 
proof of this proposition, sometimes includ- 
ed in lectures on temperance, occupied time, 
that might have been better employed for 
the purpose of inculcating temperance on 
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afford so wide a choice of color and texture. 

It is a new thing to use foulard for a coat. 
One clever example is modeled after the design 
of a long tunic, cleverly pleated in the corsage 
to follow the lines of the figure and then left 
to fall straight until it covers the killed skirt 
to about two inches above its hem. It is 
carried out in white foulard spotted with 
apple-green wafers, a charming design for 
such a costume. The tunic coat is fastened 
with loops and buttons across a narrow 
panel of apple-green velvet, and the neck and 
sleeves finished with turned-down collar and 
cuffs of embroidered muslin. A black straw 
hat of the canotier shape, having for decora- 
tion merely a pair of white wings laid close 
to the upturned brim, is chosen to complete 
this graceful costume. 

Natural colored tussore has become so pop- 
ular during the last few weeks that it is al- 
ready losing favor with the fastidious, who 
naturally shun the universal. But with the 
variety of color to be found in this material 
there has been no need to be restricted to any 
particular shade: while those who possess 
complexions of "milk and roses" have found 
nothing more becoming than a dead white in 
this as in every other material; and in choos- 
ing white they have been happily conscious 
of obedience to the mode of the moment. 

However, there is a large number of women 
who cannot wear white, and for these the 
couturiers have marie many attractive dresses 
in color. For instance, one of the smartest 
models despatched to Cowes is in a coarse 
ribbed tussore the shade of a ripe chestnut, a 
tone which finds its harmony in the corn- 
colored wings which decorate the hat of black 
Tegal straw. The cut of the coat, which is 
sleeveless, is very chic, making it quite inde- 
pendent of trimming, though there is a little 
self-colored soutache embroidery on the edges 
of its skirts and again on the shoulders, where 
this decoration is arranged to suggest a square 
collar. 

But pin-lucks arc taking the place of em- 
broideries on many coats, and have a very 
pleasing effect. The idea originated in Paris 
so long ago as last autumn, and has now made 
a belated appearance on this side of the Chan- 
nel. It will be seen on a model of China blue 
tussore — on a coat of demi-length. which was 
fastened rather low and on one side with one 
single embroidered button. The pin-tucks ap- 
pear on the skirt and cuffs of the coat and 
again on its fronts — here arranged so that they 
cross each other just below the waist where 
the coat is sligfetly rat aiway. A manrcw rolled 
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broad intelligible grounds, and as a scientific 
argument rested on somewhat precarious 
foundations. The teacher will know that a 
temperance life depends mainly on good hab- 
its and the appreciation and practjee of a few . 
simple and direct rules of health and con- 
duct, and is, therefore, largely a matter of 
good training. There are open to the teach- 
ers frequent opportunities, apart from the 
regular lessons, of impressing upon the schol- 
ars the importance of habits of self-cbntrol. 
It should be the object of any special instruc- 
tion in temperance, as in other departments 
of hygiene, to supply in a simple intelligible 
form the broad rules of the subject and plain 
reasons for the good habits which it should 
be the constant aim of the school life, no less 
than of the home life, to develop in the schol- 
ars. Temperance teaching in schools should 
therefore aim mainly at impressing upon the 
scholars the manifest advantages of abstem- 
iousness and the absence of advantages in 
and the positive risks and dangers of anv 
departure from it. The advice of injunc- 
tions given should be based upon the broad 
facts of common experience, such as children 
can readily understand, and upon the conclu- 
sions of trained observers (e.g.. as to the ex- 
tent to which the power to do mental and 
physical work is affected by the consump- 
tion of alcohol in its ordinary forms') rather 
than upon the results of laboratory experi- 
ments or pathological studies. The latter 
may be valuable in the teaching of advanced 
students of hygiene, but can have little, if 
any. real meaning for children. The teach- 
er should carefully avoid anything, whether 
in the details, or in the methods of dealing 
with them, calculated to excite curiosity or 
fear. Instruction on the subject of tem- 
perance should itself be temperate, and 
should make a sober appeal to such reasoning 
capacity as a child possesses, and to the ideas 
of decent, self-respecting, and dutiful living 
which every good teacher endeavors to pres- 
ent to and cultivate in the children under his 
charge. 

The syllabus present three sections; The 
first is elementary, describing foods and bev- 
erages, with their uses. Part II. deals solely 
with alcohol in its various forms and its ef- 
fects on the body. The third section, which 
it is advised should only be put before chil- 
dren over twelve years of age, describes "the. 
evil consequences of intemperance to the in- 
dividual, the home, and the State."

He had to beg the news- 
paper reporters to leave him alone. The 
doctors told him he must rest but the 
people who read the newspapers are 
so eager lor news that it is hard for 
this man with all his wealth to get 
the quiet he needs. There are some- 
times whon curiosity is a very cruel 
thing. 

The Spanish war in Morocco is still 
going on. The army has advanced 
against the tribesmen but no news of 
another battle ' has yet reached Eu- 
rope. The Spaniards have lost almost 
all their foreign possession and many, 
even of their own countrymen, believe 
they would be better off without their 
possessions in Morocco Still it is 
hardly likely that the tribes, brave 
though they are, will bo a match for 
the disciplined soldiers of Spain. 

Lord Charles' Beresford is in Tor- 
onto and will make a speech on the 
navy at the exhibition there. There 
are not many boys in Canada who 
woould not like to see (his brave and 
clever man who has for many years 
been at the head of the British navy. 
He is, however, not coming to the Pa- 
cific Coast. We must see if there is 
anything in the speech he makes in 
Toronto which will help the boys to 
understand about the defence of their 
country. 
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We are. to have warships both on the 
West and Bast coast of Canada. Some 
will be given by Canada to England 
and Canada will build some herself. 
It seems strange that it should be 
thought possible than anywhere on 
the Pacific Coast there would be a 
potter site for a big drydock or a bet- 
ter or safer place for warships to an- 
chor In than the old harbor of Esqui- 
mau, so long the Pacific naval station 
of Great Britain. This, too, should be 
an excellent place to build ships.

We must have plenty • of water 
whatever it .costs and the sooner wc 
get it the better. But of course the 
best bai-gain'possible must be made. . 

The loss of the Ohio and the drown- 
ing of five of those who \yero on board 
was a very, sad disaster. . But the 
splendid behavior of the captain and 
his officers not only saved the lives 
of :the passortgers but made everyone 
proud of them.. The ' deaths of Mr. 
Stephens, the purser, . and of Eccles, 
the wireless operator, were those of 
heroes. Both might have saved their 
lives , if they had not .forgotten their 
cnvn danger in trying to save the lives- 
of others. After helping to get the 
women and children and the passen- 
gers safe away, Mr. Stephens went to 
get the papers with which as purser 
he was entrusted and was too late to 
return. Ecclcs was killed when ho 
leaped Into .the sea by a blow from 
.something against which he struck. 
Wb are. sorry for those who loved 
them but not for them. • They died a 
death which all might envy. A life 
•given for others is never lost. 

The editor is very anxious this year 
to get the children of Vancouver 
Island to help to make the "Page lor 
tlie Little Folks" Interesting.

There are people willing to work in 
Great Britain as well as in other parts 
of the world for the moderate wages 
fishermen can earn. Here most men 
are in a hurry to get rich and we are 
leaving the fisheries to be carried un 
chiefly by men of other races. 

Tlie harvest Is being gathered on the 
prairies', and ic promises to be a splen- 
did one. Tlieru are not enough har- 
vesters and more are being asked for. 
The danger of frost in most places is 
almost over. The grain is threshed as 
soon as it is reaped and sent away to 
the elevators. In every city from Cal- 
gary to Montreal the merchants are 
feeling the effect of the promise of a 
bountiful harvest. 

During the week, Earl Grey, Lady 
Grey anu their daughters have been visi- 
tors at Government House. The Gov- 
ernor-General and his family are tak- 
ing a holiday and there have been no 
public receptions. They have gone 
about enjoying themselves just as 
thousands of other ladies and gen- 
tlemen have been doing In Victoria 
this summer. 

Earl Grey spoke to the Canadian 
Club on Wednesday just as many dis- 
tinguished gentlemen have done who 
felt that they ■ had something to say 
which would help the people of Vic- 
toria. 

We are all very thankful that Earl 
Grey did not meet with some terrible 
accident or with deatli itself when be 
was lost In the woods on the shores 
of Bute Inlet a week ago on Friday. 
Like most men, and especially like 
most Englishmen, Earl Grey does not 
like a fus; Made over an escape from 
danger, S' : vvould not have told any- 
one thai v -ma lost and that he 
almost slipped down the side of a 
precipice in the dark. But some way 
tin! newspaper men got hold of the 
story and told it before anyone could 
prevent it. 

If any harm hod befallen Earl Grey 
there would have been great and wide- 
spread sorrow. He is doing good work 
for Canada and for the Empire and 
England never needed strong and wise 
men more than she does today. 

Lady Grey, too, While she has lived 
in Ottawa, has helped in all kind and 
charitable work. She is greatly loved 
by the people who know her best. In 
this she has been helped by her 
daughters.

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(By Dr. Alexander W. Roberts.) / 
Already in the. pages of this magazine, says 
the Scientific American, reference has been 
made to the approach of Halley's comet, the 
most important astronomical event of the years 
1909 and 1910. Every seventy-five or seventy- 
six years this remarkable body completes its 
far-stretching and extremely elliptical orbit 
round the sun. 

When the comet sweeps round the sun at 
its nearest approach, or perihelion, it passes 
within the earth's orbit; while at its farthest 
reach, or aphelion, it lies outside the confines 
of the solar system. Thus during the greater 
part of its long' journey, for at least seventy- 
three years out of the seventy-five, or seven- 
ty-six it is invisible in even the most powerful 
telescopes. It is then describing that portion 
of its path which lies outside the orbit of Jup- 
iter. When, however, it is within the orbit of 
this planet, it is near enough to our earth to 
be visible in our evening or morning skies. 

At first, on its sunward flight, it is discern- 
ible only as a faint telescope object, but each 
day witnesses its increase in brightness, till 
at length it is visible to the naked eye, is, in- 
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The comet will then be a faint, nebulous star 
not far from Orion. But with regard to this 
matter of search, it may be said that it has 
already begun, chiefly by means of photo- 
graphy ; it being thought that this auxiliary to 
science might make visible fainter objects than 
the eye can see. 

In July of this year the comet held its 
course in the morning constellations, and was 
then badly placed for northern observers. It 
is so well placed, however, for southern ob- 
servers that there is a hope that some observa- 
tory south of the line may have the good for- 
tune to pick up the comet before the length- 
ening nights will enable northern observator- 
ies, armed with huge telescopes, readily to pick 
it up in the northern autumn. From Septem- 
ber, 1909, to March, 1910, the comet will be 
well situated for observers all over the. world, 
being then high up in the midnight sky.. 

By the month of April, 1910, it will have 
passed right round to the evening sky, and to- 
ward the end of the month, it will be lost in 
the rays of the tun. During May, it is, for a 
brief time, a morning star; but in June it 
has again stolen round to the west, and should

deed, conspicuous enough to compel the gaze 
of even the indifferent beholder. As a rule it 
is easily seen by the unaided eye for some 
months. 

After passing its brghtest phase — which it 
will do this cycle in the first week in June — it 
rapidly decreases in brightness and is soon lost 
to view in even the largest telescopes. 

It was last seen at the Cape Observatory in 
May, 1836, passing after that date into the far 
distances from which it came. But although 
it vanished from the sight of men, its onward 
track through space was known with as great 
accuracy, relatively, as sailors know the way 
of a ship over the trackless deep. And thus 
every lap of its vast orbit, three thousand mil- 
lion miles distant, at its widest reach, from our 
earth, has been mapped out with the utmost 
care, and with assurance. Unseen for seventy- 
three years, it is yet as surely seen by those 
Iwho make this branch of astronomy their care 
as if it shone brightly and continuously in our 
midnight sky. The invisible bonds of law have 
it in their inexorable hold, and from out the 
confines of that unbreakable leasli it can never, 
never pass. 

In the accompanying figure are given posi- 
tions of the comet at various dates along the 
^835-1910 cycle. 

We have already said that the comet was 
last seen in May, 1836. It Avas then moving 
swiftly away from the sun, midway between 
the orbit of Mars and Jupiter. In the early 
days of 1837 it crossed the orbit of Jupiter. 
Jupiter himself was not very far away when 
the comet passed under his line of march. 
Slowing now down considerably, the year 1838 
as well advanced before the region of Saturn's 
Bway is reached. In six more years Halley's 
comet is as far distant as Uranus, and in twen- 
ty more years it is out beyond the farthest 
planet. And now, like a great, stately ship 
Wearing in midocean, the comet slowly sweeps 
round in its orbit. Its long outward flight 
as spent, and the conquering homeward pull 
draws it sunward again. The year 1872 mark- 
ed the comet's farthest distance, its aphelion ; 
after this date its return journey begins. 

At the opening of this century it was again 
.within the orbit of Uranus. By the end of 
1907 it had reached Saturn's orbit; and early 
this year it ' swept within the orbit of Jupi- 
ter. 

On the first of June this year it was five 
hundred million miles distant from us, but 
rushing in at an ever-increasing speed. In 
June its velocity of approach was a million 
miles a day. . 

It will come nearest to our earth the first 
week of June, 1910, being then only twenty 
million miles distant from us — a hand -breadth 
in astronomical reckoning. 

After this date it will move swiftly away 
from the earth, becoming daily more faint, till 
in the early days of 1911 it will disappear into 
the night, not to emerge again till , the year 
1985, when the most of those who read this ar- 
ticle will have ceased to care, about comets. 

No small emulation is being witnessed be- 
tween those observatories endowed with large 
telescopes, as to which one Avill be the first 
to pick up the returning voyager from far- 
distant shores. It is expected that this will 
he done in August or. September of this year. 




in that month be an object of conspicuous 
brightness in the evening sky of southern lati- 
tudes. It will remain an evening star till 
October of that year, when once more it will 
pass behind the sun, and then will appear as 
a morning star. By this time, however, it will 
be rapidly decreasing in brightness and will 
soon be lost to view. 

There arc few more interesting chapters in 
the history of astronomical research than that 
which tells the tale of the tracing back through 
the long centuries of this remarkable comet. 
Chiefly through the devoted labors of a group 
of classical and Oriental scholars, we can trace 
back appearances of Halley's comet through 
twenty centuries, surely a long enough period 
to give it a distinction among comets. 

Some of these appearances are of unique

interest. On the Baycux tapestry there is a 
famous picture of the comet which appeared 
in 1066 and which William the Conqueror re- 
garded as a herald of victory for his arms. 
Hind proved that this fateful star was none 
other than Halley's comet. 

Then, again, there arc many references in 
classical literature to the appearance of var- 
ious "fearful stars," some of which can be 
claimed as returns of Halley's comet. 

It is a marvel that the deductive minds of 
many of the ancient philosophers did not see 
a connection — as they did in eclipses — between 
regularly recurring phenomena. Possibly the 
fear which these supposed messengers of doom 
raised in the hearts of all, learned or unlearn- 
ed, may have led the ancients to leave comets' 
alone. 

Edmund Halley, the contemporary 
and TWend of Newton, that we are indebted for 



lifting comets from the region of superstition 
to the calmer sphere of pure geometry. At 
Newton's request he undertook a thorough in- 
vestigation of their movements, and into the 
laws which controlled these movements. The 
1682 comet especially held his attention. His 
keen mind soon traced a connection between 
similar appearances separated by seventy-six 
years, and on working out the orbit of the 
comet, which will now forever be inseparably 
connected with his name, he bodily declared 
that it would again appear in 1758. It was 
seen for the first time on December 25, of that 
year by an amateur astronomer in Saxony. 

Thus for ever the mystery which had gath- 
ered round comets was dispelled. 

There are one or two very interesting ques- 
tions connected with the return of this comet. 
Of these one is the constitution of these bodies. 
The usually accepted view is, they arc com- 
posed of myriads of meteors at a very high 
temperature. But this does not explain their 
appearance thoroughly. It is indeed rather 
an imperfect explanation of the tail. 

Then, do comets grow fainter each re- 
turn? The belief prevails that they do. A 
comparison of the forthcoming appearance of 
Halley's comet in 1910 with the magnificent 
drawings made by Sir John Herschel of the 
1835 appearance should do much to settle this 
question. 

It is said that there are planets exterior 
to Neptune. Dr. See, of Mare Island Observ- 
atory, has even given them a local habitation 
and a name. if there are extra-Neptunian 
planets, then they should make their presence 
felt by perturbations of such comets as pass 
out beyond the orbit of Neptune. We have 
already referred to the near approach of Jup- 
iter to Halley's comet in 1S38. This approach 
would have the effect ,of pulling the comet 
back in its orbit, and thus by decreasing its 
centrifugal force bring it back more quickly 
again to the sun. Every planet circling round 
the sun tugs at the comet more or less, now 
hastening, now retarding its journey. Be- 
cause of such "interferences" its path round 
the sun its a sinuous curve; and sometimes 
because of hindrances by the way, it takes 
seventy-seven years to return, while at other 
times it is incontinently pushed onward and 
its round is seventy-five years. 

Thus if there are planets beyond Neptune 
they will make their presence felt in disturb- 
ing the comet as it passes its aphelion goal. 

Enough has been said to indicate how 
much interest attaches to the appearance of 
this cornet in 1910, and how eagerly its com- 
ing is being watched and waited for.. 
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New Pretty Round Girdles 



Sashes, that is to. say, girdles with long 
streamers, are not worn so much this sum- 
mer as are ribbon belts finished off with flat 
rosettes, fastened in back just a little to one 
side. From last year's long sashes, therefore, 
it is possible to make extremely pretty and 
smart round girdles. One width of ribbon is 
generally sufficient, provided there are three 
to five pieces of feather boning, three or four 
inches in length to keep it from forming a 
narrow string about the waist. There should 
be a piece of boning at each end of the ribbon 
on which the hooks and eyes arc placed ; one 
again on each side and, if necessary, another 
in the centre, or perhaps, two in front placed 
about five inches apart. 

A flat rosette is formed by covering a good 
sized bone or wooden button with a piece of 
the ribbon and around this placing a ruchiug 
formed of a gathered band of the ribbon, the 
selvage end being employed. This rosette dif- 
fers in size and dimensions according to the 
width of belt that is most becoming. For 
a three inch belt the rosette may be slightly 
wider in circumference, the centre part, or 
button, being at least an inch large, .the nich- 
ing the same width, or more. 

A fashionable girdle of today is the same 
width all around, not boned so as to be wider 
in front or back. A small round waist line is 
now desired by all, and even though that waist 
line is still kept some inches higher up on the 
figure than by all the laws of nature it should 
be, still even then it must look round and have 
no perceptible dip up toward the shoulders. 

Moire ribbon is in vogue once more, and in 
quality and weight this is excellent for all 
kinds of belts and girdles. A four to six inch 
ribbon is best for one of the new girdles, the 
material being folded in flat plaits into the de- 
sired width. Two widths of a narrower rib- 
bon can also be used, and this is perhaps some- 
what more economical if two pieces of identi- 
cal color can be found, for otherwise so much 
of the wide ribbon should have to be wasted 
in making the rosette. 

Dresden and flowered ribbons make ex- 
tremely pretty separate girdles, and a girl 
should always have more than one belt for 
her white frocks— one pink, one blue, one plain 
white and one or more effective flower sashes 
being but a small number to wear interchange- 
ably by one gown.

The question of future punishment has in- 
terested mankind from the earliest ages. 
Darwin found many races without any idea 
of a God, but none without a devil. 

The- ancient Egyptian conception of hell 
is found in Per-m-hru, or Book of the Dead, 
probably the oldest book in the world. Here- 
in is described the journeys of the damned 
man to perdition. Snakes, horrid ghosts and 
nameless terrors beset his path, and he found 
considerably more when he gotv there. To 
these discomforts were added fire and sandy 
desert. 

In the old Assyrian hell the spirits of the 
dead flitted about in the dark"— of the un- 
derworld and ate dust ; those who broke 
through the guarding dragons came back to 
earth as vampires. 

The penal hell of the Hindi's is one of the 
oldest known. Over it presided Yama the 
Tamer, with large teeth and monsters, in- 
sects and other infernal machinery. Red hot 
charcoal figures largely with boiling oil as 
an incidental torture. 

Early Buddhism, with its 450,000,000 fol- 
lowers, had a hell wherein the wicked soul 
was spread prone upon a bed of blazing em- 
bers, with bedelothes of the same kind. When 
it was hungry it was regaled with balls of 
red-hot iron. 

The Buiddists of China and Ceylon were 
content with no less than a multiplicity of 
hells, six or which were preserved for the pe- 
culiarly evil. 

In the Zoroastrian religion accursed spir- 
its sat forever in a cold, dark lane, surround- 
ed by scorpions. 

Future punishment as viewed in the clas- 
sic ages was vague, and neither Greek nor 
Roman, it would seem, had any fixed ideas 
upon the subject. There was another place-, 
Tartarus, equally as vague, except as to lo- 
cality, which Hcsiod, oldest of Greek poets, 
placed at two-thirds of a mile below the earth. 
One had to cross a river to get there. It is 
noticeable that all hells, except the Chris- 
tian have a river in front of them. Tartarus 
seems to have been a penitentiary reserved 
for those who had offended the gods, and 
ordinary sinners had no place there. 

The hell of the old Hebrews was some- 
what extensive. "The land of Egypt," says 
Gadaliah, "is 400 miles square; that is 1-60 
of the size of Ethiona which is 1-60 of the 
size of the earth . The earth is 1-60 of the 
Garden of Eden ,and the Garden of Eden but 
1-60 of Gohenna," or hell. The Cabalists 
held that this large tract lay far to the north, 
and here lodged devils and the souls of de- 
parted sinners, together with earthquakes and 
thunderstorms. Th<"-« - five varieties of 
fire in Gehenna, according to the Talmud, 
A hard lot was in store for the soul that was 
ness affected by the sinner while on earth. 

As the hell' of the torrid countries is hot 
so that of the northern latitudes is old and 
damp. The old Scandinavians looked upon 
it as a place of ice and darkness, abounding 
in venomous reptiles and wild beasts, espec- 
ially ravenous wolves. 

Our Anglo-Saxon forbears, compromising 
between the two had a "Hellewite" (whence 
out English word "hell") which resisted of 
a pit in which the unfortunate sinner suffered 
alternately a melting heat and a nipping frost. 
A hard lot was in store for the soul' that was 
condemned to this Anglo-Saxon hell, for it 
combined all the horrors of all the others. 
Besides fire and ice were serpents with fiery 
tusks gnawing the flesh from the bones of 
their victims, while pale adders, bloody eagles 
and foul beasts with horns of iron lent variety 
to the torments. 

Descriptions of hell in the Koran of the 
Mohammedan do not leave much consola- 
tion for the wicked Mussulman. "Flame- 
less smoke hall envelop them and smokeless 
flame." says one chapter. Another informs 
the evildoers that "They shall be dragged 
into hell by their forelocks and their feet, and 
there shall be cut out for them garments of 
fire." 

Among barbarians and savages the devil 
is the chief deity. As was aptly put to a 
missionary by a Maori chief of New Zea- 
land: "Why should we strive to please your 
God, who is all good, by prayers and sacri- 
fices? He will do us no harm. It is the 
Evil One who is forever seeking our hurt that 
we must endeavor to appease. Therefore we 
offer sacrifices to him." 

The negroes of Guinea have little belief 
in the state of future punishment. Somn f 
them, who live by the sea coast, however, be- 
lieve that the unconsciously wicked suffer a 
continual state of drowning. If they arc still 
more wicked they arc "turned into white men 
and go beyond the seas." 

cast into pits of mire, bottomless, with devils 
all the way down. Strange to say. they have 
no fire in them. The old Hawaiians believed 
that the. souls of the departed sunk into an 
underworld, presided over by two potentates, 
Wakea and Milu. 

The wicked went to the domain of Milu, 
where they were ever prevented from sleep- 
ing by the wild -and. lawless fames of Ar ilu's 
subjects, the devils. Their only food was liz- 
ards. To one who knows the Kanakan love 
for sheep and eating, the torture of Milu's 
realm is apparent. . . . 

In most of the islands of Hip "Pacific hell 
is not reserved for the wicked in our sense of 
the word : that is, the thief, the murderer, the 
slanderer, and the selfish man. All these 




finally reach a state of happiness. But a most 
unmistakable hell is reserved for those guilty 
of the only sin known to them, timidity and 
cowardice. 

According to the best authorities, the abo- 
riginal Indian of America is generally without 
any belief in a state of future punishment. 
The happy hunting grounds are reserved for 
the good; that is, the brave. As to where the 
wicked go they are silent. The Ojibvvas, how- 
ever, believe that the souls of the wicked fol- 
low a wide path to the west and enter a long 
lodge after crossing a deep and rapid river on 
a huge snake. Here the)- are forever haunted 
by the ghosts of those persons or things, ani- 
mate or inanimate, which they have injured. 

The old Laplanders believed in a hell of 
cold arid ice. Laplanders of the extreme north, 
while denying themselves any future life, be- 
lieved that the souls of K»»ars went to a sort 
of bear hell, where they were forever tortured. 

The Hottentots are wholly Avithout belief 
by packs of ravenous hounds. 

The Flottcntots arc wholly Avithout belief 
in any hereafter, though their lives on earth 
are made miserable by the interference of 
many devils. 

The Basutos belicA'e that the souls of the 
wicked flutter forever blindly through the 
jungles of the earth, knocking their heads 
against trees and Avails, swirling into dank 
marshes and suffering such other casualties 
and hardships as would naturally befall a 
sightless flying creature. 

The hell of the Ncav Guinea native is a wo- 
manless region Avherein the unfortunate soul 
Avanders forever in search of a mate. 

An unique idea of the future state was 
that of the ancient Peruvians. As the disem- 
bodies soul Avinged its way to eternity it en- 
countered two rocks, upon one of Avhich it 
must needs rest. The choice Avas determined 
"by the morality of the life in the flesh. If it 
rested upon the left-hand rock it Avas instantly 
translated to 'Po' or oblivion, a state analogous 
to the Nirvana of the Orient. If, through early 
misdeeds, hoAvever, the unhappy spirit Avas 
guided to the right-hand rock, it entered into 
a purgatorial hell Avhere fiends grated aAvay 
the flesh from all tti« bones in succession, 
after Avhich the skeleton Avas reclothed and 
sent back to earth for another try. There Avas

There Avere many forms of hell in early 
and medieval Christianity, each according to 
the character and superstition of the various 
peoples of Europe. But, Avhile varying in de- 
tail, the essential form Avas the same through- 
out. • It Avas a nethermost pit filled Avith fire 
of an inconceivable heat Avherein subordinate 
devils, under supervision of the arch fiend 
himself, roasted and turned upon white-hot 
griddles the souls of the damned, torturing 
them in many minor ways. It is in these lat- 
ter methods that the authorities of the middle 
ages differ. Descriptions of hell abound in the 
oratory of the time. Accounts of "personal 
visits" to the infernal regions Avere common. 
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MOTOR HOODS OF CREPE DE CHINE 

For ordinary motoring a chiffon or chiffon 
cloth veil large enough to completely cover 
-the hat and tie comfortably under the chin is 
all the protection necessary against dust and 
wind, but for any extended touring a real hood 
of silk, pongee or crepe dc Chine is obliga- 
tory. 

Without a proper hood and Avrap a long 
automobile tour will be anything 'but a pleas- 
ure trip, and even more important than the 
coat itself is the veil or hood, which holds the 
hat firmly in place and protects both hat and 
hair from the dust which a touring car will 
raise on even the most perfectly oiled road- 
way. 

The newest motor hoods are of crepe de 
Chine lined with a thin, soft silk. The hood 
part is sufficiently Avide to cover the largest 
hat, the material tapering clown to two points 
on each side, one, in front, short to tie in a 
knot under the chin in a large bow knot. A 
great advantage in this hood is that it pro- 
tects the collar of the dress as well as the hat. 
Naturally the crepe dc Chine must be of a 
fairly light weight quality so as not to be 
either thick or clumsy to manage. 

The chiffon and chiffon cloth motor A'eils 
this year are about twice as large as any worn 
hitherto. Three yards long by two Avide is but 
a conservative measurement and, indeed, Avith 
the present sized hats no smaller veil is of the 
slightest use. For a regulation motor hat 
which is considerably smaller than the aver- 
age wide brimmed mushroom or sailor of to- 
day a yard square veil is generally Avorn, be- 
ing so fastened over the hat that straAV and 
trimming arc well protected, with an end left 
to be drawn over the face if desired. 

They arc not cheap, these new three yard 
veils, but unless economy is practised in the 
quality of the material it is not often possible 
to make one for any less cost. Light ecru and 
coffee color make the best shades if there can- 
not be a number of these veils provided, for 
the soft tones can be worn with any costume. 
A light taupe is also good for a generally ser- 
viceable veil. Chiffon cloth is now preferred 
altogether to chiffon, save for a veil that is 
only to be worn over the face. 

For short runs when it is desired merely 
to keep the hat firmly on the heed short veils 
of heavy brussels net or dotted fish net are 
extremely pretty either in Avhite or of the 
same shade as the hat; these have also the 
advantage of being considerably cooler than 
even the thinnest chiffon.
